Report  of  the  President 

July  1.  1963  — June  30.  1964 


This  past  year  has  seen  many  changes 
at  our  Museum.  In  November,  Mr.  George 
D.  Widener,  whose  official  association  with 
the  Museum  began  in  1924,  retired  as 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  which  office  he 
had  held  since  1948;  Mr.  R.  Sturgis  Inger- 
soll,  whose  association  witli  the  Museum 
goes  back  to  1928.  and  who  had  been 
President  since  1947,  also  announced  his 
retirement  from  that  office  in  November, 
and  in  the  same  month  Mr.  Sydney  E.  Mar- 
tin, who  had  been  our  Vice-President  since 
1947,  resigned.  Fortunately  for  the 
Museum,  all  three  continue  as  Trustees. 

A  Nominating  Committee  then  presented 
the  following  names  and  their  election 
took  place  at  the  Board  of  Trustees'  meet- 
ing on  January  8,  1964:  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  R.  Sturgis  Ingersoll; 
President,  Mrs.  John  Wintersteen;  Vice- 
President,  Edward  G.  Budd,  Jr.;  Vice- 
President,  Robert  L.  McNeil,  Jr. 

It  would  be  impossible  for  anyone  in- 
terested in  the  Museum  to  evaluate  fully 
the  great  service  of  these  men.  The  in- 
spiration, the  immense  generosity,  the 
sympathetic  understanding,  the  hard  work 
and  the  persevering  determination  to 
achieve  so  many  goals  have  never  been  so 
evident  as  in  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Widener 
and  Mr.  Ingersoll.  They  have  and  will 
always  have  the  heartfelt  gratitude  and 
admiration  of  everyone  connected  with 
the  Museum. 

The  impending  retirement  of  our  Direc- 
tor, Henri  Marceau,  was  announced  in 
the  last  Annual  Report.  A  Committee 
thoroughly  studied  possible  candidates 
and,  acting  upon  the  advice  of  many  of 
the  leading  Museum  men  in  the  country, 
we  are  happy  to  announce  the  appointment 
of  Dr.  Evan  Hopkins  Turner  as  Director. 


He  will  assume  his  duties  in  September, 
and  Mr.  Marceau's  retirement  will  be  ef- 
fective shortly  thereafter.  Dr.  Turner  has 
been  Director  of  the  Montreal  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts  since  1959.  He  has  had  super- 
lative training  and  experience  in  the 
museum  field,  and  comes  to  us  with  the 
highest  and  most  enthusiastic  recommen- 
dations. 

Mr.  Marceau  has  the  respect  and  affec- 
tion of  everyone  on  the  Museum  Staff  and 
of  every  Museum  member,  and  all  of  us 
will  always  appreciate  his  unselfish,  un- 
tiring and  brilliant  administration.  I  per- 
sonally wish  to  thank  him  for  his  great 
help  to  me  during  my  years  as  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  in  my  few 
months  as  President. 

We  must  note  with  regret  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Louis  C.  Madeira  from  our  Cura- 
torial Staff,  but  we  are  delighted  to  have 
him  serve  on  our  Board  of  Governors,  and 
to  continue  his  interest  in  the  Department 
of  Decorative  Arts.  Mr.  Calvin  S.  Hath- 
away became  our  R.  Wistar  Harvey  Cura- 
tor of  Decorative  Arts,  succeeding  Henry 
P.  Mcllhenny  who  had  been  Curator  of 
the  Department  for  many  years,  but  whose 
resignation  took  place  December  31st.  He 
continues  as  Adviser  to  the  Department 
and  is  also  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

In  the  last  Annual  Report  Mr.  Ingersoll 
spoke  of  the  forthcoming  resignations  of 
Messrs.  Mcllhenny,  Marceau,  Zieget  and 
Zigrosser.  Mr.  Zigrosser  retired  December 
31st  but  continues  as  Curator  Emeritus  of 
our  distinguished  Print  Department.  Mr. 
Zieget's  retirement  became  effective  May 
31st.  All  of  these  men  performed  superb 
jobs   over   the   years.     We   thank   them   all

most  sincereh    and  wish  them  the  best  for 
the   future. 

The  Museum  lost  a  devoted  Staff  member 
in  the  sudden  and  untimely  death,  on  June 
9,  1964,  of  Miss  Lilian  B.  Briggs,  our 
Bursar.  Miss  Briggs  had  been  associated 
with  the  Museum  for  some  thirty-seven 
years,  and  she  will  be  sorely  missed,  not 
only  for  the  good  work  which  she  per- 
formed on  our  behalf,  but  for  her  warmth 
of  personality-  her  good  humor  and  her 
friendship. 

A  Committee  was  asked  to  study  a 
change  in  our  Administrative  Organiza- 
tion. Due  to  the  separation  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Museum  College  of  Art  from  the 
Museum,  there  have  necessarily  been 
changes  and  adaptations.  These  have  been 
covered  by  the  Report  prepared  by  the 
Committee,  composed  of  Messrs.  Edward 
G.  Budd.  Jr..  Robert  L.  McNeil.  Jr.,  our 
two  Vice-Presidents,  and  James  Alan  Mont- 
gomery, Jr..  Esq.  It  will  be  most  desirable 
to  accept  their  proposed  revisions. 

The  Museum  has  had  a  very  active  and 
rewarding  Fall.  Winter  and  Spring,  with 
excellent  exhibitions  and  varied  activities. 
Our  attendance  figures  continue  to  rise. 
The  Women's  Committee  and  the  Volun- 
teer Guides  are  of  tremendous  value  and 
aid.  and  we  do  appreciate  their  consistently 
good  work. 

Reconstruction  work  has  been  completed 
in  Section  2  of  A  Floor  of  the  Museum, 
making  available  a  large  area  for  the  fol- 
lowing offices:  An  Office  of  the  President, 
which  was  opened  in  June;  new  space  for 
the  Museum's  Fund  Office,  which  has  been 
located  for  over  four  years  in  the  Land 
Title  Building.  Both  the  President's  Office 
and  the  Fund  Office  were  opened  for  busi- 
ness ill  June,  at  this  location. 

Ill  .lul\  ihe  Secretary  and  Treasurer's 
uHici-  will  \acate  the  rooms  they  have  oc- 


cupied in  the  College  of  Art  Building  for 
so  many  years  and  will  move  into  new 
offices  in  this  section.  Thus,  all  the  Cor- 
poration Offices  will  be  set  up  at  Fairmount 
which  should  make  for  better  organization 
and  facility  of  functioning  in  all  offices. 

Everything  about  the  Museum  is  in  fine 
shape  except  our  finances.  Due  to  the 
separation  from  the  College,  we  will  have 
about  S30,000  less  income  annually,  and 
our  expenses  for  everything  are  increasing. 
Lip  to  now  our  salaries  have  been  embar- 
rassingly below  standard,  and  they  must 
be  raised,  or  we  will  be  unable  to  retain 
our  excellent  Staff. 

Exhibitions,  whicli  are  so  very  im- 
portant in  attracting  visitors  and  in  main- 
taining the  Museum's  prestige,  as  well  as 
in  supplying  an  impetus  to  the  Staff  and 
to  everyone  in  the  Museum,  have  become 
increasingly  more  expensive.  In  fact 
everything  costs  more,  and  our  deficit  for 
the  fiscal  year  1964-1965  is  figured  at  over 
$160,000.  This  will  have  to  be  produced 
in  order  to  keep  the  Museum  operating  at 
present   standards. 

I  can  assure  you  that  the  Board  mem- 
bers are  all  very  much  concerned  about 
these  matters,  but  they  are  also  convinced 
that  the  deficit  money  can  and  will  be 
raised.  For  this  undertaking  we  must  have 
the  co-operation  and  help  of  all  our 
members. 

The  reports  for  the  various  Departments 
will  follow,  but  I  do  want  to  conclude  mine 
by  stating  that  I  will  do  everything  I  can 
to  continue  the  fine  administration  of  Mr. 
Widener  and  Mr.  Ingersoll.  The  welfare, 
the  success  and  the  superb  reputation  of 
our  Museum  in  its  many  capacities  is  my 
greatest  interest.

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Report  of  the  Director 


It  is  my  honor  to  submit  the  reports  of 
the  chief  curators  and  heads  of  the  several 
■departments  of  the  Museum  and  of  report- 
ing on  the  administrative  activities  of  the 
Director's  office. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  AND  STAFF  CHANGES 

The  President,  in  her  report,  has  men- 
tioned the  several  administrative  and  staff 
changes  of  the  current  year.  Her  report 
requires  no  amplification  from  me  bat, 
since  this  will  be  my  last  report  as  Di- 
rector, some  few  words  from  me  would 
seem  appropriate. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  work 
under  most  understanding  and  kind  gov- 
erning bodies,  the  Board  of  Governors  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  Under  the  leader- 
ship of  Mr.  Widener  and  Mr.  Ingersoll  the 
affairs  of  the  Museum  have  been  wisely 
managed  and  its  influence  and  prestige 
have  grown  steadily.  There  is  not  the 
slightest  doubt  that  the  new  administration 
under  the  Presidency  of  Mrs.  Wintersteen 
and  her  colleagues  will  carry  the  Museum 
to  even  greater  renown  in  the  years  ahead. 
My  deepest  thanks  go  to  all  for  their  sup- 
port but  above  all  for  their  friendship. 

To  my  colleagues  who  are  retiring  with 
me  and  to  those  who  will  remain.  I  give  my 
compliments  and  deepest  thanks.  Their 
knowledge,  good  taste  and  their  friend- 
liness have  been  constant  sources  of  en- 
couragement throughout  my  years  as  Di- 
rector. The  Print  Department  under  Carl 
Zigrosser  and  the  Department  of  Decora- 
tive Arts  with  Henry  Mcllhenny  and  Louis 
Madeira  in  charge  have  grown  in  stature 
and  have  added  lustre  to  the  Museum's 
reputation  as  a  "beautiful"  museum  as  well 
as  an  important  one.  The  relationship  be- 
tween these  and  other  staff  members  has 
been  conducted  on  the  highest  plane  of 
mutual  respect  and  friendship.    For  this  I 


am  grateful  and  express  the  hope  that  the 
same  generous  and  willing  support  will  be 
given  to  my  successor  Dr.  Evan  H.  Turner. 

CONSTRUCTION 

On  January  1,  1964  Capital  Funds  in 
the  amount  of  $447,000  were  made  avail- 
able for  the  construction  of  the  Otto  von 
Kienbusch  Armor)^  Prior  to  this  Erling 
H.  Pedersen,  our  architect,  was  develop- 
ing preliminary  sketches  for  the  galleries 
of  the  Annory  and  for  the  subdivision  of 
the  space  over  it  into  curatorial  offices  for 
the  Department  of  Arms  and  Armor, 
Decorative  Arts  and  a  much  needed  and 
enlarged  Board  Room.  Plans  have  pro- 
gressed with  the  advice  of  the  Building 
Committee  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Philip  Price  and  are  out  for  bids  at  this 
writing.  As  previously  reported,  the  area 
involved  is  the  large  former  Lecture  Hall 
on  the  second  floor  immediately  over  the 
West  Foyer.  Construction  is  expected  to 
be  completed  early  in  1965. 

During  the  month  of  June,  1963,  the 
hall  leading  to  the  administrative  offices, 
library  and  restaurant  was  modified  to 
permit  the  display  of  paintings,  sculpture 
and  other  works  of  art.  New  lighting  was 
also  provided.  This  work  and  the  New 
Accessions  Gallery  near  the  West  Entrance 
was  done  with  funds  kindly  furnished  by 
Mrs.  Tristram  C.  Colket. 

Other  construction  being  planned  in- 
volves four  galleries  facing  North  on  the 
second  floor  of  Section  7,  near  the  gallery 
devoted  to  the  Tyson  Collection.  These 
galleries  will  be  modified  to  house  the 
Louis  E.  Stern  Collection.  This  work  will 
be  completed  by  December.  The  Collection 
will  then  be  nioved  from  the  Transient 
Galleries  to  the  area  where  it  will  remain 
together  for  a  period  of  25  years. 

The  separation  of  the  Museum  and  Col- 
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lege  has  necessitated  finding  office  space 
for  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and  his  assist- 
ants. This  has  been  supplied  on  the  A  floor 
of  Section  2.  an  area  beyond  the  Educa- 
tional Division's  classrooms.  Here  we  have 
also  allocated  space  for  use  of  the  President 
and  her  secretary. 

Major  changes  in  the  approaches  to 
the  Museum  will  result  from  the  construc- 
tion of  the  two  new  bridges  over  the 
Schuylkill  at  Spring  Garden  Street.  We 
have  been  able  to  retain  the  exit  road  at 
the  South  of  the  Museum  which  had  been 
dead-ended  on  an  early  street  plan.  How- 
ever, the  Museum  approaches  from  the 
Parkwax  will  be  drastically  changed  to 
accommodate  the  complex  of  crossing 
traffic  at  this  point. 


EXHIBITIONS 

Messrs.  Clifford.  Gardiner.  Mc\ultv  and 
Graham  have  covered  these  activities  fulh 
in  their  reports.  All  were  expertly  organ- 
ized and  carried  out.  Mr.  Gardiner's 
search  into  new  collections  brought  into 
public  view  the  works  assembled  bv  voung 
collectors  of  the  area. 

We  express  our  thanks  to  Colonel  and 
Mrs.  Edgar  W.  Garbisch  for  allowing  us 
to  exhibit  their  superb  collection  of  101 
Masterpieces  of  American  Primitive  Paint- 
ing. The  exhibition  was  handsonielv  in- 
stalled by  Henry  Gardiner  and  proved  to 
he  a  most  popular  and  enlightening 
experience.

We 
were  happy  to  thus  honor  Mr.  Watkins  on 
the  occasion  of  his  seventieth  birthday. 

Mr.  Gardiner  was  assigned  the  difficult 
task  of  installing  the  great  Jacques 
Lipchitz  retrospective  exhibition.  He  did 
so  with  conspicuous  success  and  his 
imaginative  installation  was  much  ad- 
mired by  Mr.  Lipchitz  who  honored  us 
with  his  presence  at  the  opening. 

Other  exhibitions  of  the  year  included: 
Venetian  Drawings  from  the  Museo  Correr, 
an  exceptionally  beautiful  exhibition  for 
for  which  we  thank  an  anonymous  donor 
who  made  funds  available;  the  Macchiaioli, 
Tuscan  Painters  of  the  Nineteenth  Century, 
installed  by  Mr.  Gardiner;  Tivo  Centuries 
of  Philadelphia  Architectural  Drawings 
and  Nine  Centuries  of  Chess  were  both 
expertly  inanaged  by  Mr.  Frank  Graham. 
We  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Arts,  the  Smithsonian 
Institution  and  the  Museo   Correr,   to  the 


America-Italy  Society  of  Philadelphia,  the 
Italian  Consul  General  and  Signora  Nuti. 
to  Mr.  John  F.  Harbeson  and  to  all  whose 
help  and  interest  made  our  exhibition  year 
such  a  success. 

As  the  year  closes  we  are  bringing  to 
Philadelphia  James  A.  McNeill  Whistler's 
Arrangement  in  Gray  and  Black,  No.  1 : 
Portrait  of  the  Artist's  Mother.  We  express 
our  appreciation  to  the  Musee  du  Louvre 
and  to  M.  Edouard  Morot-Sir,  Cultural 
Counselor  of  the  French  Embassy,  for  this 
important  loan.  We  also  acknowledge  with 
thanks,  Mr.  Robert  Rosenbaum's  interest 
and  aid  in  bringing  this  landmark  of 
American  painting  to  Philadelphia. 

Exhibitions  in  the  Print  Gallery  have 
been  notable  and  of  their  usual  high  excel- 
lence. They  are  fully  reported  by  Mr. 
McNulty  who  promises  to  be  a  brilliant 
successor  to  Mr.  Zigrosser  as  Curator  of 
Prints.  Among  the  print  exhibitions 
planned  for  next  year  is  one  of  the  work  of 
the  respected  and  beloved  "AI"  Bendiner 
whose  untimely  death  this  winter  saddened 
his  many  friends.    We  are  pleased  to  re- 
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port  that  this  exhiliition  was  planned  with 
Mr.  Bendiner"*  knowledge  and  approval. 
INSTALLATIONS 
We  have  completed  much  in  the  way  of 
refuriiishing  of  galleries  and  other  exhibi- 
tion areas.  The  Tyson  Collection  galleries 
ha\e  been  repainted  and  relighted.  New- 
parquet  flooring  and  a  handsome  ottoman 
have  been  donated  for  use  here  by  Mr. 
Louis  C.  Madeira.  Our  President,  with  her 
usual  generosity,  has  contributed  seven 
cushioned  benches  for  the  comfort  of  the 
public.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Floyd  T.  Starr.  Mr. 
George  Cheston  and  Mrs.  J.  Stogdell  Stokes 
have  contributed  funds  to  be  used  for  ad- 
ditional wooden  floors,  these  to  follow^  the 
practice  established  by  the  President's  gift 
of  wooden  flooring  installed  in  three  of  our 
painting  galleries  last  summer. 

FASHION    WING 

It  is  most  gratifving  to  report  that  many 
visitors  and  students  have  taken  advantage, 
this  vear.  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the 
Fashion  Wing.  School  groups  and 
Women's  Clubs  have  come  for  lectures  and 
tours.  Also,  students  and  staff  members 
from  other  museums  have  made  use  of 
our  collection  in  storage  for  research  and 
comparison.  The  Fashion  Wing  provides 
a  working  example  for  those  interested  in 
initiating  a  costume  collection  or  compar- 
ing our  methods  of  displav  and  storage 
with  theirs. 

The  most  noteworthy  Fashion  Wing 
aci]uisition  this  vear  is  the  set  of  252  vol- 
umes containing  some  4.50.000  swatches  of 
printed  and  woven  fabrics  dating  from 
18.H6  to  1926.  This  collection  was  accumu- 
lated by  William  Simpson  and  Sons,  whose 
textile  printing  plant  was  located  on  the 
banks  of  the  Schuylkill  near  the  falls  and 
later  was  moved  to  Eddvstone.  Penn- 
sylvania. Joseph  Bancroft  and  Sons  Com- 
pany, present  owner  of  the  Simpson  Eddv- 
stone Plant,  is  the  donor  of  this  important 
study   collection. 


We  were  also  pleased  to  receive  the 
Helen  Fleisher  Lace  Collection,  given  by 
Miss  Fleisher's  niece.  Mrs.  George  W. 
Nauniburg,  nee  Cecile  Louchheim. 

The  task  of  reorganizing  the  costume 
and  textile  collection  is  still  continuing. 
The  textiles  are  no^v  well  organized,  the 
finer  pieces  having  been  photographed  and 
color  slides  made  available.  From  March 
9  to  26,  1964,  an  exhibition,  "The  Facts 
and  Fads  of  Fashion,"  was  arranged  by 
Mrs.  McGarvey  at  Beaver  College,  using 
costumes  and  accessories  from  the  Museum 
collection  to  illustrate  the  recurring  cycles 
of  fashions. 

Mrs.  McGar\'ev,  Curator  of  Costume  and 
Textiles,  and  her  assistant,  Mary  Carnahan,, 
have  proven  to  be  indispensable  for  the 
quality-  and  extent  of  their  serv-ices.  To- 
gether they  have  welded  our  collections  of 
costumes  and  accessories  into  a  distin- 
guished study  tool  for  designers  and  an 
engaging  exhibition  area  for  the  public. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Fashion  Group 
of  Philadelphia  who  gave  us  S16.026.00, 
the  proceeds  of  the  last  Crystal  Ball,  for 
the  support  of  the  Fashion  Wing.  Our 
thanks  also  go  to  Mrs.  Lois  Dow  Wilkins 
for  her  gift  of  $3,000.00  for  the  installa- 
tion of  the  Costume  and  Textile  Librar}' 
III.  Our  compliments  go  to  Mrs.  Russell 
Richardson  whose  devotion  to  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Museum's  Fashion  Wing  has 
been  constant  since  its  founding. 

CONSERVATION 

A  total  of  139  objects  were  treated  dur- 
ing this  year.  These  included  pictures 
belonging  to  the  Johnson  Collection,  the 
McFadden  Collection,  the  Wilstach  Col- 
lection, the  Elkins  Collection.  Additional 
\vorks  treated  belonged  to  the  Museum 
Collection  and  others  w'ere  loans  in  need 
of  first   aid. 

Thanks  to  the  extensive  work  on  blister- 
ing panels  in  the  summer  of  1962,  there 
was    considerablv    less    trouble    with    the 
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panel  paintings  this  winter,  and  more  time 
could  be  spent  on  the  thorough  conserva- 
tion and  reconstruction  of  individual 
paintings. 

Twenty-nine  paintings  on  canvas  were 
lined  or  newly  relined,  some  very  exten- 
sively reconstructed  such  as  the  Portrait  of 
Mary  Ann  MacNeal  MacPherson  by 
Charles  Willson  Peale  (see  photographs 
during  and  after  conservation)  or  the 
Portait  of  a  Lady,  attributed  to  Ferdinand 
Bol.  The  first  had  been  bequeathed  to  the 
Museum  in  a  rather  deplorable  condition, 
the  latter  had  been  partially  cleaned,  pend- 
ing replacement  of  the  old  lining  and  re- 
construction of  the  extensively  damaged 
surface.  Both  paintings  are  now  on 
exhibition. 

The  routine  examination  of  all  loans  and 
of  all  Museum  pictures  leaving  the  build- 
ing or  returning  to  us  was  continued. 

Louis  Sloan  left  the  department  in  Feb- 


ruary to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  a  Guggen- 
heim Fellowship.  Ruth  Merriam  and 
Maxine  Lewis  continued  their  excellent 
services,  assisting  in  all  facets  of  work 
while  Mrs.  Merriam,  in  addition,  has 
handled  all  our  photographic  needs  for 
the  department. 

Mr.  Siegl's  advice  is  eagerly  sought  by 
the  curators  in  the  several  departments  and 
his  help  is  much  appreciated.  As  the  year 
ends,  we  have  taken  delivery  of  a  new 
x-ray  machine  which  will  be  set  up  during 
the  summer  months  and  will  add  greatly 
to  our  technical  facilities. 

LIBRARY 
Miss  Marjorie  Lyons,  our  Librarian, 
continues  her  excellent  and  valued  services 
to  the  staff  and  public.  During  the  past 
year,  1,362  books  and  periodicals  were 
added  to  the  Library  by  gift  and  purchase, 
making  a  total  of  a  little  less  than  55,000 
books  in  the  collection.

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Two  outstanding  gifts  of  this  year  were 
the  Helen  Tyson  Madeira  and  Charles  R. 
T)son  collection  of  books  and  catalogues 
on  lyth  century  French  art  and  artists, 
and  one  from  Calvin  S.  Hathaway,  our  R. 
Wistar  Hari'ey  Curator  of  Decorative  Arts, 
in  the  field  of  decorative  arts. 

One  very  important  purchase  was  the 
acquisition  of  the  Iconographic  Index  of 
Dutch  and  Flemish  Painting,  published  by 
the  Netherlands  Institute  of  Art  History  in 
The  Hague.  Because  of  our  own  collection 
of  Dutch  and  Flemish  paintings,  and  the 
lack  of  this  Index  in  this  area  (copies  are 
no  closer  than  Baltimore  and  New  York) , 
it  was  felt  that  this  was  a  necessaiy  addi- 
tion to  our  collection.  It  will  be  set-up  and 
available  for  use  in  the  fall. 

Our  interlibrary  loan  requests  increased 
again  this  year,  as  we  lent  75  books  to 
other  institutions,  and  borrowed  70  for  the 
use  of  our  own  stafl. 

Again  this  year,  there  was  a  great  in- 
crease in  the  use  of  the  library  by  college 
students,  teachers,  lecturers  and  artists,  in 
addition  to  our  own  staff. 

PHOTOGRAPHY 

Mr.  Wyatts  services  continue  to  be  in- 
dispensable. The  work  load  on  his  depart- 
ment has  made  it  imperative  that  he  have 
additional  help  especially  for  the  work  of 
contact-printing.  This  has  been  provided 
for  in  the  budget  for  next  year.  We  have 
also  been  able  to  reorganize  Mr.  Wyatt's 
working  space  to  a  more  efficient  and 
spacious  layout.  This  has  been  ably  di- 
rected by  Mr.  Wyatt  to  meet  his  essential 
working  needs. 

During  the  year  the  department  has 
made  a  total  of  1.5.964  prints  in  all  cate- 
gories and  119  color  transparencies.  The 
total  value  of  this  work  represents  close  to 
$31,000.  This  is  to  be  compared  with  a 
value  of  c.  .'ii;26.500  for  19621963.  These 
values  are  based   on   the  Museum's  photo- 


graphic price  list  of  1956.  Major  equip- 
ment added  included  a  Colortran  lighting 
unit,  a  temperature  controlled  sink,  re- 
flectal  and  heavy  duty  stands  and  an 
8  X  10  Eastman  Auto-focus  enlarger. 

All  of  the  projects  in  course  and  re- 
ported last  year  continue  or  have  been 
completed.  Mr.  Wyatt's  high  standard  of 
excellence  is  due  to  his  critical  estimate  of 
his  own  work.  I  commend  him  and  wish 
him  well  in  the  years  ahead. 

DEPARTMENT    OF    BUILDINGS 

Alan  Corson,  our  Superintendent  of 
Buildings,  and  his  staff  have  discharged  a 
heavy  load  of  responsibilities  in  connec- 
tion with  all  activities  of  the  Museum. 
Many  of  these  have  to  do  with  the  lighting, 
heating,  air  conditioning  of  the  Van  Pelt 
Auditorium  and  a  multitude  of  other  ac- 
tivities, routine  in  nature,  but  extremely 
important  to  the  smooth  operation  of  the 
Museum. 

Mr.  Corson  and  mechanics  under  Fred 
Bickel  have  executed  the  several  installa- 
tions and  improvements  mentioned  in  this 
report  and  in  those  of  the  chief  curators. 
Thus  all  exhibitions  are  serviced  by  Mr. 
Corson's  department  and  this  service  is 
wide  in  scope  and  demanding  in  skills  of 
the  many  trades  represented  on  our  roster 
of  City  workers.  Mr.  Corson  and  his  staff 
have  handled  these  assignments  well  with  a 
minimum  of  friction.  We  can  only  wish 
that  we  had  more  men  to  carry  on  the 
work  which  increases  in  volume  year  by 
year. 

Mr.  Corson  is  ably  assisted  by  Miss  Jane 
Edmiston  (Personnel  and  City  Budget), 
Edwin  Miller.  Lloyd  Brooks,  Lemuel  Nutter 
(Security)  and  Robert  Lipsey  (Engineer- 
ing I .  To  all  of  these  and  to  the  men  and 
women  under  them  we  express  a  debt  of 
gratitude  for  faithful  and  effective  services 
rendered. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  William  H.  Noble, 
Jr.,    Director    of   Fairmount   Park   for   his 
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ready  and  cheerful  assistance.  We  are  also 
grateful  to  Miss  Regina  G.  Dougherty  and 
to  members  of  the  staff  at  the  Belmont 
office  of  the  Park.  And,  finally,  we  grate- 
fully acknowledge  the  assistance  given 
us  by  Superintendent  Francis  C.  Deegan, 
Inspector  Philip  J.  Cella  and  Captain  Wil- 
liam Devlin  and  the  men  of  the  Park 
Guard. 

PUBLICATIONS 

This  important  duty  temporarily  as- 
signed to  Kneeknd  McNulty  has  been 
taken  over  and  ably  discharged  by  Hobart 
Lyle  Williams.  The  Bulletin,  exhibition 
catalogues,  posters  and  invitations  pass 
through  his  hands.  In  all  of  this  Mr.  Wil- 
liams works  in  close  collaboration  with 
the  Curators  and  the  Director. 

ACCESSIONS  AND   LOANS 

A  total  of  2,525  objects  in  all  categories 
have  been  added  to  the  Museum's  collec- 
tions in  the  past  year.  Some  408  loans  to 
91  other  institutions  have  also  been  granted 
and  processed.  All  of  this  work  has  been 
handled  by  our  Registrar,  Mrs.  Gertrude 
Tooraey  Miller,  with  her  usual  tact  and 
efficiency.  In  addition  to  this  heavy  load 
we  have  had  the  cataloguing,  numbering, 
etc.  of  the  Tyson  and  Stern  Collections, 
totaling  together  some  320  items  in  addi- 
tion to  some  200  items  in  the  Shaker  Col- 
lection presented  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Julius 
Zieget.  The  Museum's  collections  now  num- 
ber c.  91,000  objects.  Our  records  are 
such  that  any  one  of  these  can  be  instantly 
located.  This  is  a  continuing  tribute  to 
our  Registrar  and  her  predecessors. 

SPECIAL    EVENTS 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been 
some  1,500  special  events  arranged  for 
and  serviced.  These  include  visits  of  pub- 
lic and  private  school  children,  lectures, 
gallery  tours,  receptions  and  dinners  prior 
to  exhibition  openings.  These  have  in- 
cluded the  following:   a  reception  for  the 


unveiling  of  Sir  Joshua  Reynold's  portrait 
of  the  Duchess  of  Devonshire  lent  by  His 
Grace  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  to  coincide 
with  Exposition  Britannia.  Guests  were 
His  Excellency  the  British  Ambassador  and 
Mrs.  Gore,  the  British  Consul  General  and 
Mrs.  TuU  and  the  Captain  and  Officers  of 
H.M.S.  Devonshire  who  delivered  the 
portrait.  Seven  College  Alumnae  Day, 
Reception  and  dinner  for  the  Prime  Min- 
ister of  Ireland  and  Mrs.  Le  Maas,  the  Am- 
erican Ambassador  to  Ireland  and  Mrs.  Mc- 
Closkey,  Mayor  James  H.  J.  Tate  and  City 
Representative  Fredric  R.  Mann,  hosts  for 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  Dinner  meeting  of 
the  English  Speaking  Union,  Concerts  of 
the  Amerita  String  Orchestra  and,  as  the 
year  ends,  an  organ  recital  in  the  Great 
Hall,  the  culminating  feature  of  the  Ameri- 
can Guild  of  Organists'  1964  meetings  in 
Philadelphia. 

MUSEUM    SHOP 

Modern,  new  display  cases  and  the  con- 
tinued increase  in  the  variety  of  items 
stocked  partially  accounted  for  the  26% 
increase  in  Museum  Shop  gross  sales  in 
1963-1964  over  those  of  the  previous  year, 
$74,323  as  compared  to  $59,052.  In  addi- 
tion, the  shop's  custom  framing  service  has 
been  noticeably  enlarged,  and  many  mem- 
bers are  taking  advantage  of  the  10% 
members'  discount  which  was  initiated  in 
the  spring  of  1963.  The  popularity  of 
newly  printed  Christmas  cards  and  repro- 
ductions also  explains  the  increase  in 
total  sales. 

In  January.  1963.  twelve  works  of  art 
were  selected  as  Christmas  card  subjects 
for  December,  1963.  The  production  of 
these  cards  continued  through  the  spring 
and  summer,  many  months  before  the 
actual  holiday  season.  This  variety  of  new 
cards,  plus  national  advertising  and  im- 
proved merchandising  procedures,  resulted 
in  a  350%.  rise  in  greeting  card  sales.  Al- 
though museum  members  bought  only 
22%  of  the  total  cards  sold,  non-members 
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from  as  far  away  as  Juneau,  Alaska  and 
South  Vietnam  purchased  PMA  cards  to 
send   to  their  friends. 

The  shop  is  continually  reproducing 
Avorks  of  art  owned  by  the  Museum  in 
order  to  inform  the  public  about  the 
collections  and  in  order  to  meet  the  pub- 
lic's demand  for  reproductions  of  the  more 
famous  objects.  This  year  a  full-size  cast 
of  Rodin's  sculpture,  The  Cathedral,  was 
completed  with  the  cooperation  of  a  re- 
putable commercial  firm.  In  addition,  six- 
teen new  full-color  reproductions  of  popu- 
lar paintings  were  published.  Andrew 
Wyeth's  Ground  Hog  Day,  already  avail- 
able as  a  small  study  print,  may  now  be 
acquired  in  a  larger  size,  more  suitable  for 
framing.  Even  the  Print  Department  was 
represented  in  reproductions  last  year,  by 
the  facsimile  edition  of  the  Currier  and 
Ives'  print  of  View  of  Philadelphia.  This 
handsome  publication  was  co-sponsored  by 
the  Young  Members'  Committee  and  was 
quite  successful.  Very  few  copies  of  the 
limited  edition  of  500  remain.  Many  mem- 
bers, in  fact,  purchased  two  of  the  fac- 
similes framed  in  maple,  one  for  their 
home  and  one  for  their  office.

STATF 

It  is  mv  sad  duty  to  report  the  death, 
on  June  9th,  of  Miss  Lilian  B.  Briggs,  a 
member  of  the  Museum  staff  for  37  years, 
25  of  which  she  served  as  Bursar.  Miss 
Briggs  was  loved  and  admired  by  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Museum  family.  Her  devotion 
to  the  Museum  and  its  interests  was  a 
source  of  inspiration  to  her  colleagues  and 
her  friendly  good  humor  will  always  be 
remeniliered  by  them.  Her  services  to 
Fiske  Kimball  and  to  me  were  of  the 
greatest  importance  in  informing  us  of  the 


daily  state  of  our  fiscal  affairs.  Miss  Briggs 
will  be  missed  by  all  of  us. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  welcome  Mr. 
Calvin  S.  Hathaway  to  the  staff  as  the  R. 
Wistar  Harvey  Curator  of  Decorative  Arts. 
His  knowledge  of  the  Museum  and  his 
years  of  experience  as  Director  of  Cooper 
Union's  Museum  for  the  Arts  of  Decora- 
tion make  his  services  to  us  especially 
valuable. 

During  the  year  Mrs.  Julianne  Lee  Kelly 
(Membership)  resigned.  She  was  replaced 
temporarily  by  Mrs.  Frances  S.  Bassler 
and  presently  by  Miss  Louise  G.  Peck. 
Mrs.  Patricia  Lanier  (Volunteers)  re- 
signed and  has  been  replaced  by  Miss 
Caroline  T.  Thiermann.  Miss  Elsa  Werner 
has  come  to  help  Mrs.  Meigs  in  arranging 
tours  to  the  Park  Houses.  Miss  Ellen 
Grabosky,  formerly  in  the  Membership 
Department,  transferred  to  the  Division  of 
Education  where  she  is  presently  the 
Registrar  of  Classes. 

ATTENDANCE 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  at- 
tendance at  the  Museum  has  continued  to 
increase  despite  the  admission  fee  we  have 
found  necessary  to  institute.  During  the 
current  calendar  year  v/e  have  had  a  48% 
increase  in  our  attendance.  We  are  con- 
fident that  it  will  continue  to  increase  in 
the  years  ahead. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

As  I  leave  the  Director's  office,  I  am 
keenly  aware  of  the  debt  I  owe  to  a  great 
many  people.  My  years  in  the  Museum's 
sen'ice  have  been  a  happy  and  enriching 
experience.  My  warm  thanks  go  to  all  who 
have  so  kindly  helped  to  make  the  Museum 
respected  throughout  the  world.  Much 
credit  goes  to  the  Ofiicers  of  the  City: 
the  Mayor,  members  of  his  Cabinet,  mem- 
bers of  City  CounciL  the  City  Manager  and 
Deputy  City  Manager  and  members  of  the 
City  Planning  Commission  for  their  mag- 
nificent support  for  operation  and  capital 
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improvements.  Many  splendid  collections 
have  come  to  Philadelphia  because  of  the 
City's  enlightened  policy  toward  the 
Museum. 

Within  the  Museum,  my  debt  is  of  long 
standing.

After  the  relative  calm  of  last  season  the 
year  1963-64  has  proven  to  be  one  of  great 
activity.  The  Painting  Department  has 
been  responsible  for  most  of  the  major 
exhibitions  as  well  as  receiving  a  very  sub- 
stantial number  of  new  acquisitions,  both 
by  gift  and  by  purchase. 

In  the  summer  of  1963  the  usual  suc- 
cessful plan  of  showing  paintings  from 
private  collections  in  Philadelphia  was  con- 
tinued. The  core  of  the  exhibition  was 
the  first  showing  of  the  collection  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Walter  H.  Annenberg  who  very 
generously  lent  us  their  superb  group  of 
Impressionist  and  Post  Impressionist  paint- 
ings. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Annenberg  have  been 
collecting  for  the  last  decade  and  have  per- 
ceptively acquired  only  outstanding  ex- 
amples of  the  painters  that  interest  them: 
three  Cezannes  and  three  Renoirs,  two 
Toulouse-Lautrecs,  two  Gauguins,  as  well 
as  a  Degas,  Bonnard,  Vuillard,  Monet, 
Boudin  and  Van  Gogh.  To  this  impressive 
roster  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Annenberg  have  added 
three  examples  of  20th  century  painting: 
a  Jacques  Villon,  a  Fautrier  and  a  large 
Andrew  Wyeth. 

The  Museum  was  also  privileged  to  show 
again  the  majority  of  the  paintings  in  the 
collection  of  Henry  P.  Mcllhenny.  as  well 
as  examples  from  the  collections  of  Mrs. 
John  Wintersteen,  Mrs.  Herbert  C.  Morris 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Henry  Clifford.  The 
paintings  from  the  S.  S.  White.  3rd,  and 
Vera  White  collection  also  remained  in 
the  Museum  throughout  the  year  and  were 
shown  in  the  new  gallery  outside  the  Main 
Offices.  As  this  is  one  of  the  central  ar- 
teries of  the  Museum  literally  thousands  of 
people  were  able  to  enjoy  these  fine 
Matisses,  Picassos  and  Braques,  as  well  as 
many  other  20th  century  painters.  The 
thanks  of  the  Painting  Department  go  to 


all  these  kind  friends  who  have  so  gen- 
erously shared  their  pictures. 

1963  will  be  a  banner  year,  long  to  be 
remembered,  marking  the  date  that  the 
Museum  fell  heir  to  two  well-known  col- 
lections. With  the  death  of  Mrs.  Carroll 
S.  Tyson  the  Museum  became  the  proud 
possessor  of  one  of  the  great  Impressionist 
collections  of  the  United  States,  twenty-two 
paintings  in  all,  and  now  installed  in  the 
large  rotunda  galler)'  on  the  second  floor 
and  opened  to  the  public  May  1.5.  These 
paintings,  including  the  large  Renoir 
Bathers,  the  Manet  Le  Bon  Bock  and  the 
Sunflowers  by  Van  Gogh,  are  all  too  well- 
known  by  scholars  throughout  the  world 
to  need  separate  mention.  The  collection 
is  particularly  rich  in  Cezannes,  possessing 
six  works — three  landscapes  and  three  still 
lifes,  and  five  Renoirs  including  the  above- 
mentioned  Bathers.  All  but  three  of  the 
paintings  date  between  1869  and  the  death 
of  Cezanne  in  1906,  thereby  focusing  the 
strength  of  the  collection  on  a  short  spax 
of  time.  This  magnificent  bequest  cul- 
minated many  years  of  devoted  service  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tyson  to  the  Museum  Boards 
and  generous  cooperation  in  lending  their 
paintings  both  to  special  exhibitions  and 
for  the  summer  as  an  entire  collection. 
The  coming  of  this  collection  to  Fairmount 
makes  us  stronger  than  ever  in  the  great 
pictures  of  the  world. 

The  Louis  E.  Stern  collection  was  al- 
lotted to  Philadelphia  after  over  two  years 
of  endeavor  by  several  major  museums  to 
acquire  this  collection.  The  decision  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Louis  E.  Stern  Founda- 
tion to  award  this  large  collection  to  the 
Philadelphia  Museum  has  enabled  us  to 
strengthen  many  of  our  collections,  v/ith 
its  105  paintings  and  modern  sculpture, 
twenty-three     drawings     and     watercolors.

liesides  many  fine  prints  and  a  large  col- 
lection of  Oriental,  Mediterranean  and 
African  sculpture.  Many  items  are  now  in 
the  process  of  being  catalogued  and  pre- 
pared for  a  special  exhibition  in  the 
Transient  Galleries  in  the  fall  of  1964. 
Later  the  collection  will  occupy  specially 
designed  galleries  on  the  second  floor 
where  it  will  be  permanently  shown.  The 
outstanding  painting  in  the  collection  is 
probably  the  well-known  and  much-loved 
Henri  Rousseau  Carnival  Evening.  But 
the  many  other  superior  examples  of  such 
painters  as  Bonnard,  Braque,  Chagall, 
Picasso,  Klee  and  Miro,  as  well  as  works 
by  the  earlier  painters  Corot,  Courbet  and 
Cezanne,  indicate  the  vast  scope  of  the 
riches  in  this  collection. 

The  autumn  of  1963  saw  the  impressive 
and  lively  exhibition  of  Philadelphia  Col- 
lects 20th  Century,  culled  mainly  from  the 
legions  of  new,  younger  or  relatively  un- 
knowii  collectors  in  Philadelphia.  It  proved 
a  revelation  to  all  who  saw  it.  Just  over 
100  collectors  lent  just  over  400  works  of 
jjainting.  sculpture,  drawings  and  prints 
li\  slightly  more  than  200  twentieth  century 
artists,  all  of  whom  were  fairly,  if  not  very, 
abstract.  The  emphasis  in  selection  was 
post-Fauvist  and  Cubist  styles  from 
Europe  and  post-1913  in  America,  i.e., 
after  the  Armory  Show.  The  lenders  of 
the  largest  number  of  works  were  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  George  Friedland,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Albert  M.  Greenfield.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Ralph 
A.  Jessar,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  Gates  Lloyd, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fredric  R.  Mann,  Mr.  N. 
Richard  Miller,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  Holmes 
Perkins.  Mr  and  Mrs.  David  Pincus,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Meyer  P.  Potamkin,  Mr.  Stanlev 
S.  Sneileniiurg.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Michael 
Walter  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  P. 
WikkI.  All  ihc  lenders  gave  great  encour- 
agcrncnl  lo  ihc  Museum  by  lending  so  gen- 
eronsK  hum  their  treasured  possessions, 
and.  il  is  hoped,  conveyed  to  Philadelphia 
and  elsewhere  a  powerful  redection  of  the 


extraordinarily  vital  collecting  taste  that 
is  represented  in  this  city. 

In  the  winter  we  had  the  pleasure  of 
showing  the  superb  exhibition  of  101  Early 
American  primitives  belonging  to  Colonel 
and  Mrs.  Edgar  W.  Garbisch  which  had 
been  traveling  across  the  country  to  many 
museums  over  a  two-year  period.  Almost 
unique  in  the  field,  the  Garbisch  collection 
comprehensively  surveys  painting  from 
about  1750  to  the  later  years  of  the  19th 
century,  and  made  a  valuable  contribution 
in  acquainting  the  museum  visitors  with 
this  particular  aspect  of  our  national 
heritage. 

For  the  spring  was  reserved  the  largest 
painting  exhibition  of  the  year,  a  showing 
of  the  lifework  of  the  dean  of  Philadelphia 
painters,  Franklin  Watkins,  in  honor  of  his 
seventieth  birthday.  Distinguished  lenders 
from  all  over  the  United  States  contributed 
to  make  this  tribute  a  truly  outstanding 
event.  Just  under  100  works  were  shown 
covering  the  artist's  career  from  1923  until 
1964 — a  creative  span  of  forty-one  years — 
portraits,  still  lifes,  landscapes  and  relig- 
ious paintings.  This  exhibition  was  as- 
sembled by  the  Painting  Department  and 
for  which  a  comprehensive  catalogue  was 
published  illustrating  each  of  the  paintings 
and  including  six  color-plates. 

Immediately  after  the  Watkins  show 
came  the  large  and  extremely  important 
retrospective  sculpture  exhibition  of 
Jacques  Lipchitz  which  had  been  traveling 
from  the  Pacific  Coast,  where  it  was 
formed  in  Los  Angeles,  and  terminated  in 
Philadelphia.  One  hundred  fifteen  sculp- 
tures as  well  as  30-odd  drawings  and  paint- 
ings were  installed  in  the  three  transient 
galleries  and  the  Great  Hall.  Many  of  the 
larger  pieces  were  set  on  the  staircase  of 
the  Great  Hall.  The  sculptor  came  to  the 
opening  and  was  extremelv  impressed  by 
the  great  attendance  of  museum  members.

Century  was  brought  to  the  Museum  under 
the  auspices  of  the  America-Italy  Society 
and  the  Italian  Consul  General  of  Phila- 
delphia. Dr.  Gian  Piero  Nuti.  This  im- 
portant and  delightful  school  of  painters 
has  been  largely  eclipsed  by  the  more 
popular  French  schools  of  the  same  period. 
It  was  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  rectify  this 
omission. 

The  Museum  made  two  purchases  this 
year  of  major  paintings.  Bathers  in  a  Cove 
bv  Maurice  Prendergast  gives  us  our  first 
example  by  this  excellent  early  20th  cen- 
tury American  artist.  Also  a  watercolor 
drawing  by  the  same  artist  was  given  by 
Mrs.  Eugenie  Prendergast.  sister-in-law  of 
the  painter,  and  another  watercolor  of 
bathers  entitled  Handkerchief  Point.  Nan- 
tasket,  was  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Meyer 
P.    Potamkin    with    remainder   life-interest. 

The      second      purchase      was      Lumen 


Naturale,  1962,  by  Hans  Hofmann  which 
has  been  included  in  the  Museum  of  Mod- 
ern Art  show  of  the  artist  traveling  across 
the  country.  Hofmann  is  the  link  between 
the  European  schools  of  Paris  and  Ger- 
many where  he  lived  as  a  young  man  and 
the  contemporary  "New  York  School.'" 
most  of  whom  were  his  students  at  one 
point  or  another.  Hence  the  importance  of 
this  work  to  the  Museum's  collection  can- 
not be  underrated. 

Other  contemporary  painti)ig  gifts  are 
the  Abstraction,  1952.  by^  the  Canadian 
Jean-Paul  Riopelle,  given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
R.  Sturgis  Ingersoll.  and  Private  Aquarium 
by  the  late  Philadelphia  artist  Abe 
Hankins,  given  by  his  Students  and 
Friends. 

A  group  of  18th  and  19th  century  works 
was  also  received.  A  Sully  Portrait  of 
Mrs.  Evan  Poultney  was   given   by   Briga- 
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flier  General  Bnan  Conrad  of  Virginia 
because  the  sitter  was  a  Philadelphian. 
Mrs.  Gardner  Cassatt  gave  the  final  one- 
half  interest  in  her  Man,'  Cassatt  painting. 
Sailor  Bay — Portrait  of  Gardner  Cassatt 
as  a  Child.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wharton  Sinkler 
gave  the  remainder  interest  in  their  Rae- 
burn  Portrait  of  Miss  Frazier,  and  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  On'ille  Bullitt  gave  an  initial  part  of 
their  Degas  oil  study  of  a  Nude. 

Mrs.  John  Wintersteen  gave  her  lovely 
early  Picasso  Chrysanthemums  which  ^vill 
be  recalled  from  the  World  of  Flowers 
exhibition  of  last  year.  Her  brother,  Henry 
P.  Mcllhenny.  gave  an  extremely  generous 
gift  with  remainder  life-interest  of  three 
20th  century  examples,  as  well  as  the  re- 
maining fraction  of  the  Chardin  Hare. 
The  new  gifts  from  Mr.  Mcllhenny  are  Le 
Repas  by  Edouard  Vuillard.  Crucifixion 
bv  Georges  Rouault  and  Still  Life  on  a 
Table  by  Henri  Matisse,  all  outstanding 
examples  and  exceptional  additions  to  the 
Museums  20th  centun'  holdings. 

A  partial  gift  of  his  Matisse  sculpture 
Serpentine  Woman,  1909,  by  R.  Sturgis 
Ingersoll  adds  to  our  growing  sculpture 
collections.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  Gates  Lloyd 
gave  an  initial  part  of  their  monumental 
early  Henr\  ^Moore  sculpture  Two  Forms 
and  Mrs.  Morris  Wenger  gave  her  late 
cubistic  Harlequin  bv  Ossip  Zadkine.

In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  ex- 
hibitions   and    acquisitions,    the    Painting 


Department  was  able  to  give  much  atten- 
tion to  the  always  important  task  of  cata- 
loguing the  collection  with  the  generous 
assistance  of  Miss  Charlotte  Colket  who 
devoted  nearly  all  her  time  to  it.  This 
work  will  help  gieatly  the  publication  of 
a  complete  catalogue  of  paintings  of  the 
Museum's  collections  which  it  is  hoped 
will  be  possible  in  the  not  too  distant 
future. 

As  always,  a  great  many  paintings  were 
brought  into  the  Museum  to  the  curators 
for  examination  and  identification  or  often 
for  advice  prior  to  purchase.  More  than 
300  persons  came  for  such  consultations 
bringing  over  500  objects.  This  extremely 
important  public  service,  while  seemingly 
of  a  facile  nature,  is  actually  unusually 
time-consuming.  But  its  value  cannot  be 
overstated  and  it  should  by  all  means  be 
continued,  even  though  its  demands  will 
soon  make  necessary  additional  personnel 
to  the  Painting  Department.

After  twenty-three  years  of  dedicated  serv- 
ice to  this  Department,  Carl  Zigrosser  re- 
tired from  the  post  of  Curator  of  Prints 
and  Drawings  at  the  close  of  1963.  When 
he  accepted  this  office  in  1940  he 
brought  to  it  a  professional  distinction  and 
scholar]\  acumen  that  raised  it  to  a  posi- 
tion commanding  respect  and  attention. 
The  phenomenal  growth  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  the  acknowledged  importance  of 
its  collection  are  tributes  to  his  perception 
and  vigor,  and  remain  a  testimonial  of  his 
devotion  to  this  Museum  and  all  that  a 
museum  should  represent.  We  are  most 
fortunate  that  he  will  continue  his  inter- 
est and  support  in  the  new  role  as  Curator 
Emeritus  to  the  Department. 

Shortly  before  retirement  Mr.  Zigrosser 
acquired,  with  the  help  of  Lessing  J.  Rosen- 
wald  and  the  Harrison  Fund,  an  exception- 
ally desirable  and  rare  item,  a  1.5th  cen- 
tury dispatch  box  with  a  hand-colored 
woodcut  Calvary  scene  pasted  into  the  lid. 
There  are  only  some  fort\  of  these  perish- 
able boxes  known  to  exist  throughout  the 
world.  The  present  one  is  presumably 
French,  from  i^round  the  1480's.  It  will 
be  placed  on  display  in  the  Renaissance 
section  of  the  Museum  after  being  shown 
in  the  Print  Department. 

A  generous  donation  from  Miss  Anna 
W.  IngersoU  for  purchases  abroad  made 
it  possible  to  add  some  fine  Edouard  Manet 
prints  to  the  collection:  Polichinelle,  con- 
sidered the  first  example  of  the  revival  of 
color  lithography,  and  his  charming  Le 
Chcii  el  les  fleurs,  as  well  as  the  onlv  two 
etchings  by  John  Constable  with  positive 
identification  of  the  subject  matter,  pen- 
cilled in  the  artist's  own  hand,  and 
other  choice  items.  Dr.  George  J.  Roth, 
who  has  been  a  faithful  supporter  of  the 
Dcparlnicrit.      gave     some      contemoorarv 


prints  by  Jasper  Johns,  Karl  Schmidt- 
Rottluff,  and  Ivan  le  Lorraine  Albright,  and 
from  William  Coxa  Wright  came  the  very 
rare  Theodore  Gericault  The  English 
Jockey,  an  experimental  lithographic  trans- 
fer. A  group  of  eight  highly  unusual 
collage  illustrations  to  Christopher  Fry's 
Curtmantle  by  an  Australian  artist.  Lorri 
Whiting,  were  a  gift  from  N.  Richard 
Miller  along  with  Japanese  prints  and 
other  items.  A  portfolio  of  21  Etchings 
and  Poems,  including  the  only  prints  by 
Franz  Kline,  Willem  de  Kooning  and 
Attilio  Salemme  was  given  by  David  N. 
Pincus.

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tion  of  acquisitions  from  the  past  year, 
and  from  October  to  November  j  oined  with 
the  Painting  and  Sculpture  Department  in 
showing  Philadelphia  Collects  20th  Cen- 
tury. This  latter  exhibition  brought  to 
public  attention  many  fine  prints  and 
drawings  in  local  private  collections.  This 
Department  is  grateful  to  those  generous 
lenders  who  so  graciously  deprived  them- 
selves in  order  to  share  their  treasures 
with   others. 

In  Januarv  the  Department  opened  with 
an  exhibition  of  the  graphic  work  of  Asger 
Jorn.  assembled  from  the  collections  of 
Jon  Nicholas  Streep  of  New  York,  and 
from  local  collectors  N.  Richard  Miller, 
George  J.  Roth.  Bertha  von  Moschzisker 
and  James  Brewton.  The  occasion  marked 
the  first  full-scale  showing  of  this  impor- 
tant Danish  artist's  prints,  and  coincided 
with  an  award  offered  Mr.  Jorn  at  the 
Guggenheim  International  Exhibition.  An 
experimental  displa\  wall,  consisting  of 
adjustable  mahogany  panels,  had  just  been 
installed  and  was  found  successful.  This 
innovation,  reported  in  an  illustrated 
article  by  Museum  Nevjs,  elicited  further 
inquiries  from  museums  in  the  U.  S. 
and  Canada. 

Lithographs  from  the  Tamarind  Work- 
shop in  Los  Angeles  was  the  second  exhibi- 
tion, selected  largely  from  the  collection  of 
Lessing  J.  Rosenwald  and  chosen  to  dem- 
onstrate the  range  and  variety  of  a  project 
underwritten  by  the  Ford  Foundation's 
Program  in  the  Humanities  and  the  Arts 
with  an  initial  grant  of  S6-5.000.  A  fine 
article  on  Tamarind,  with  illustrations  from 
the  exhibition,  appeared  in  Time  magazine 
two  weeks  later. 

The  third  exhibition  of  120  Venetian 
Drawings  of  the  18th  Century  from  the  col- 
lection of  the  Correr  Museum  at  Venice, 
arranged  by  the  Smithsonian  Traveling 
Exhibition  Service,  was  a  rare  treat  made 
possible  through  the  generosity'  of  an 
anonymous   benefactor.     The   exhibit    was 


particularly  popular  with  the  art  students 
of  this  communit)-  who  were  often  found, 
either  singly  or  in  class  groups,  studying 
and  copying  from  these  masterpieces. 

Man's  aspirations  to  reach  the  moon 
were  chronicled  in  the  next  exhibition  en- 
titled Lunar  Madness.  Fact  and  fantasy 
were  combined  in  a  group  of  seldom  seen 
and  often  amusing  aeronautical  prints  and 
books  lent  bv  Colonel  Richard  Gimbel  of 
Yale.  Admiral  John  K.  Leydon  of  Wash- 
ington. D.  C.  and  Mr.  William  Gerhard. 
Lessing  J.  Rosenwald.  Carl  Zigrosser,  and 
N.  Richard  Miller  of  the  Philadelphia 
vicinity.  This  was  a  kind  of  lunar  probe 
on  the  art  museum  level. 

The  permanent  collection,  meanwhile, 
was  enhanced  by  a  very  generous  gift  from 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  William  Wolgin  who  pro- 
vided the  means  to  acquire  a  group  of 
Kathe  Kollwitz's  work  as  well  as  drawings 
by  Harold  Altman  and  prints  by  Rico 
Lebrun  and  J.  L.  Steg.  Other  drawings 
added  to  our  holdings  included  a  fine 
example  of  Thomas  Rowlandson's  charac- 
teristically lively  watercolor  technique  en- 
titled Table  dhote  jranqais  from  David 
Gwinn.  an  exquisitely  finished  study  for 
George  F.  K.  Watts's  Love  and  Death  from 
David  Willis:  a  small  wash  sketch  by 
Elizabeth  Osborne  of  Woman  Disrobing 
from  Elizabeth  Beardsley;  a  Nude  drawing 
from  Chaim  Gross:  as  well  as  a  po\verful 
recent  drawing  by  Rico  Lebrun.  a  group 
of  sketches  and  finished  drawings  by  Peter 
Paone.  and  a  Jack  Levine  Judgment  of 
Paris  pen  sketch.

Of  particular  importance  to  this  Depart- 


ment was  the  formation  of  a  discretionary 
purchase  fund  provided  by  Robert  Haus- 
lohner.  This  is  the  only  such  fund  in  the 
Museum,  and  it  is  planned  to  limit  it  to  the 
acquisition  of  drawings. 

Albert  J.  Caplan  continues  to  enrich  the 
collection  wath  all  prints  published  by  the 
International  Graphic  Arts  Society:  and 
special  thanks  are  due  to  those  individuals 
v/ho  contributed  to  the  Print  Club  Per- 
manent Collection  Fund  W'hich  this  year 
acquired  some  fifteen  prints  judged  with 
the  assistance  of  Robert  M.  Walker  and 
Hennan  S.  Gundersheimer.  Howard  A.

Those  who  have  just  read  the  Report  of 
the  President  and  Director  know  that  the 
Department  of  Decorative  Arts  has  under- 
gone a  drastic  change  of  personnel.  The 
old  quartet  has  become  a  trio.  The  writer, 
the  former  Curator,  and  the  former  Asso- 
ciate Curator  have  both  retired  as  of 
January  1964.  and  their  places  have  been 
anipK  filled  by  Mr.  Calvin  S.  Hathaway, 
whose  distinguished  career  and  remark- 
able abilities  have  already  been  described 
by  Mr.  Marceau.  Sounds  from  the  two 
retiring  curators  are.  however,  still  heard 
in  the  Museum,  since  Mr.  Louis  C.  Madeira 
has  become  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Governors,  and  the  undersigned  has  been 
made  Adviser  for  the  Department  as  well 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
two  assistant  curators.  Miss  Beatrice  B. 
Wolfe  and  Mr.  David  T.  DuBon,  remain 
on  the  curatorial  staff  and  continue  ablv 
to  earn  out  their  duties  under  the  lead- 
ership of  Mr.  Hathawav. 

Under  the  old  regime,  from  May 
through  December  of  1963.  the  usual  cura- 
torial work  of  the  Department  continued 
calmly,  with  no  exhibitions  or  important 
purchases,  a  purposed  quiet  period  antici- 
pating the  staff  changes.  However,  the  col- 
lections were  enriched  both  bv  bequest  and 
by  gift,  particularly  in  the  field  of 
Americana. 

In  the  spring  of  1962  an  exhibition  en- 
titled The  Shakers:  Their  Arts  and  Crafts. 
\\as  held  at  the  Museum,  and  an  illustrated 
catalogue  was  published  and  distributed  to 
the  membership.  As  will  be  remembered, 
the  major  lenders  were  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Julius  Zieget.  without  whose  enthusiasm 
and  knowledge  the  exhibition  would  never 
have  taken  place.  \ow  these  generous 
lenders    ha\e    become    donors    and    their 


representative  and  distinguished  collection 
numbering  some  250  items  now  belongs  to 
the  Museum.  This  is  a  major  acquisition 
and  is  a  worthy  complement  to  the 
Museum's  great  collection  of  Pennsylvania- 
German  Folk  Art.  How  can  anyone  ade- 
quatelv  thank  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Zieget  for 
their  generosity  ? 

It  has  long  been  the  policy  of  the  De- 
partment that  Philadelphiana  must  be  given 
especial  attention,  and  the  retiring  cura- 
tors have  long  felt  that  Philadelphia  furni- 
ture, silver  and  other  w'orks  of  art  of  local 
origin  must  be  acquired,  even  to  the 
neglect  of  European  objects  that  sorely 
tempted  their  acquisitive  desires.  In  con- 
sequence, it  is  a  pleasant  duty  to  report 
that  the  coUection  of  18th  centurv  Phila- 
delphia furniture  in  the  Chippendale  style 
has  been  increased  by  a  pair  of  very  fine 
mahogany  side  chairs  with  ball  and  claw 
feet,  and  by  a  handsome  mahogany  lowboy, 
also  with  ball  and  claw  feet,  all  three 
pieces  from  the  generous  and  thoughtful 
bequest  of  Mrs.  Alexander  H.  Scott.  From 
the  same  period  and  in  the  same  stvle  is  a 
tvpical  and  beautiful  mahoganv  side  chair 
with  ball  and  clav.^  feet,  the  gift  of  Mrs. 
Jabish  Holmes  in  memory  of  her  parents. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rodman  E.  Griscom.  Later 
in  date,  but  a  much  greater  rarity,  is  a 
pair  of  mahogany  side  chairs,  with  curving 
Hepplewhite  backs  that  have  been  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  David  H.  Stock- 
well,  who  have  been  so  generous,  and  help- 
ful to  the  Museum  for  many  years.  These 
chairs  are  outstanding  because  they  bear 
the  only  known  label  of  the  Philadelphia 
cabinetmaker  Adam  Hains.  A\ho  was  born 
in  1768  and  who  established  a  shop  in 
1788  on  North  Third  Street  north  of  Race. 
A   few   other  pieces   of   furniture    of   good 
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quality  bearing  the  branded  stamp  of 
Adam  Hains  exist,  an  example  being  an 
attractive  Pembroke  table  in  the  Henry 
Francis  du  Pont  Winterthur  Museum.  With 
this  gift,  the  Museum's  slowly  growing  col- 
lection of  Philadelphia  furniture  in  the 
Hepplewhite  and  Sheraton  styles  is  greatly 
enhanced. 

In  the  field  of  Philadelphia  silver  the 
Museum  has  received  two  important  por- 
ringers, one  by  the  earliest  of  makers. 
Johannis  Nys.  1671-1734.  and  one  by 
Richard  Humphreys,  active  1772  to  1791, 
a  silversmith  not  yet  adequately  repre- 
sented in  the  Museum's  collection.  These 
distinguished  porringers  are  from  the  be- 


quest of  Mrs.  Alexander  H.  Scott,  through 
the  friendly  offices  of  Mr.  Robert  Alexander 
Montgomer}'. 

A  far  cry  from  these  sober,  simple  and 
restrained  examples  of  Philadelphia  crafts- 
manship is  an  enormous  and  exuberantly 
designed  silver  gilt  tea  service  made  in  St. 
Petersburg,  Russia,  by  various  makers  in- 
cluding Nicolas  and  Plenke.  who  were  court 
silversmiths  for  the  Imperial  family.  Al- 
though Victorian  in  shle.  the  effect  is  one 
of  an  oriental  splendor.  The  generous 
donor  of  this  magnificent  gift  is  Mrs. 
Eugenia  Clair  Smith.

In  addition  to  the  departmental  activities 
reported  by  Mr.  Mcllhenny.  the  semifinal 
work  leading  to  the  installation  of  the 
Kress  Foundation  gift  has  been  vigorously 
conducted  by  Mr.  Du  Bon.  This  gift,  the 
remarkable  series  of  thirteen  tapestry 
panels  composing  The  History  of  Con- 
stanline  the  Great,  will  be  publicly  ex- 
hibited for  the  first  time  on  October  1. 
1964:  in  the  five  years  since  the  tapestries 
were  given  to  the  Museum  the  necessary 
measures  of  conservation  —  cleaning, 
strengthening  and  repairing — have  been 
completed,  and  the  Great  Hall  of  the 
Museum  has  been  handsomely  completed 
to  provide  a  worthy  setting  for  the 
tapestries.  Their  installation  is  to  be  cele- 
brated by  the  important  and  unique  ex- 
hibition, likewise  prepared  by  Mr.  Du  Bon: 
Conslantiue  the  Great:  the  Tapestries,  the 
Designs,  which  ^vill  present  material,  bor- 
rowed from  European  and  American  col- 
lections, relating  to  the  panels  and  repre- 
senting the  work  of  their  two  designers. 
Peter  Paul  Rubens  and  Pietro  da  Cortona. 
The  exhibition  will  be  accompanied  by  a 
full  catalogue  that  Mr.  Du  Bon  has  pre- 
pared for  publication  by  the  Museum,  and 
by  the  still  more  exhaustive  study  that  he 
has  likewise  prepared  and  that  is  being 
published  by  the  Kress  Foundation  as  one 
volume  in  the  series  describing  all  of  the 
works  of  art  given  by  the  Kress  Founda- 
lion  to  American  institutions. 

The  housekeeping  problems  of  the  de- 
partment have  received  such  attention  as 
has  been  compatible  with  available  man- 
power, beginning  in  February  with  the 
evacuation  of  the  metalwork  storeroom  to 
proxide  space  for  new  offices,  and  contin- 
uing with  the  rearrangement  of  the  large 
furniture  storeroom — work  v.'hich  when 
completed  will  permit  easier  and  more 
I  nicicnl  care  of  the  objects  under  the  de- 
|iailmcnl"s   jurisdiction   for   which   display 


facilities  are  at  present  wanting.  The  de- 
partment has  also  been  called  upon  to 
help  with  the  improvement  of  painting  gal- 
leries through  the  ordering  of  custom-made 
upholstered  benches  for  use  by  Museum 
visitors,  and  has  provided  consultation 
service  in  the  continuing  improvement,  by 
the  responsible  committees,  in  three  of  the 
houses  of  Fairmount  Park  that  are  not  di- 
rectly maintained  by  the  Museum. 

The  curator  jjarticipated  in  a  panel  dis- 
cussion at  a  symposium,  "Craftsmanship 
Defined,"  organized  by  the  Museum  Col- 
lege of  Art  in  March;  and  he  delivered  a 
lecture  on  the  American  decorative  arts 
collections  of  the  Museum  at  the  Henry 
Ford  Museum  in  Dearborn,  Michigan,  in 
that  museum's  Twelfth  Annual  Antiques 
Lecture  Series.

In  addition  to  the  splendid  gifts  that 
have  been  reported  by  Mr.  Henry  P.  Mcll- 
henny,  further  acquisitions  that  have  en- 
tered the  collections  since  the  first  of  the 
year  remain  to  be  mentioned.  A  Sheraton 
armchair  in  the  style  of  Ephraim  Haines 
has  been  purchased  for  the  Jolin  D.  Mcll- 
henny  collection,  welcome  in  itself  and  in 
being  the  identical  twin  of  one  acquired 
a  few  years  ago.  Another  purchase, 
through  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Henry  W.  Breyer, 
St.,  has  brought  to  the  Museum  a  rare  ex- 
ample of  Philadelphia  goldsmith's  work — 
a  small  s;old  brooch  bearinp:  the  mark  of 


Abraham  Dubois,  who  was  active  from 
1777  to  1807.  Philadelphia  taste  is  again 
handsomely  evoked  in  the  three  pairs  of 
yellow  damask  curtains  given  by  Mr. 
James  A.  Moffett,  II,  in  the  name  of  Mr. 
George  M.  Moffett,  II;  these  were  made  of 
the  damask  woven  in  China  to  an  English 
pattern,  imported  by  Samuel  Powel  in  the 
later  years  of  the  18th  century — damask, 
with  accompanying  Chinese  silk  fringe, 
that  had  been  preserved  intact  by  the 
descendants  of  the  original  owner  for  the 
better  part  of  150  years.

During  the  fiscal  year  just  ending  many 
outstanding  additions  to  the  Department 
of  Far  Eastern  Art  have  been  acquired. 
Again,  it  is  my  privilege  to  report  these 
accessions,  most  of  them  gifts. 

Rodman  A.  Heeren  has  continued  his 
generous  support  of  the  Chinese  section  by 
giving  a  nutnber  of  objects,  outstanding 
among  them  being  a  piece  of  amber  in  the 
form  of  a  carp,  dating  from  the  Min" 
Dv'nasty. 


Mrs.  LawTence  C.  Fuller  has  also  given 
a  glass  bowl  (probably  14th  century) 
which  she  fonnerly  lent  and  v.e  are  happy 
to  have  it  permanently  in  the  Museum. 

Our  fine  ceramic  collection  has  been  en- 
hanced by  the  gift  of  a  glazed  T'ang  (618- 
906  A.D.)  pottery  camel  tomb  figurine 
fiom  Mrs.  John  Wintersteen. 

A  most  interesting  burnished  black  pot- 
tery figurine,  which  probablv  served  as  a 
supporting  foot  of  a  larger  vessel  and  is 
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said  to  have  come  from  the  Shang  capital  at 
An  Yang  was  given  by  Edmund  E.  Teubner. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Van  Horn  Ely  presented 
a  pair  of  ox-blood  glazed  vases,  one,  bear- 
ing the  mark  of  the  Ch'ien  Lung  reign 
(1736-1795)  and  the  other  the  mark  of 
Tao  Kuang. 

A  fine  celadon  bulb  bowl,  dating  prob- 
ably from  the  12th  century,  was  also  re- 
ceived from  John  M.  Crawford,  Jr. 


Mrs.  S.  Emlen  Stokes  gave  a  particu- 
larly fine  example,  formerly  in  her  father's 
collection,  of  14th  century  celadon  in  the 
form  of  an  octagonal  vase  with  panels  of 
the  eight  Taoist  Immortals  reserved  ii.  the 
bisquit. 

A  hanging  scroll,  painted  by  the  late 
Ch'i  Pai-shi  a863-19.57)  probably  done  in 
the  middle  period  of  his  long  life,  has 
been   most   generously   given   by   Mr.   and

Edmund  L.  Zalinski  has  continued  to 
add  to  the  Edmund  L.  Zalinski  Collection 
of  Japanese  Arms  and  in  1963-64  he  has 
given  sixteen  fine  examples  of  the  Japanese 
swordsmiths'  art. 

A  13th  centurs-  blue  glazed  water  jug 
from  Rhages  in  Iran  was  acquired  by  pur- 
chase with  nuiney  from  the  John  T.  Morris 
Fund. 

Henr\  li.  Keep  has  reimbursed  our 
limited  purchase  funds  for  the  sum  used  in 
1%I  to  acquire  the  Jichosai  Hand  scroll  of 
Festivals  of  lite  Twelve  Months. 

Again  a  generous  anonymous  donor  has 
r;chly     augmented     our    increasingly     im- 


portant collection  of  Thai  and  Khmer  art 
with  a  stucco  head  of  Buddha,  Siamese, 
Dvaravati,  oth  to  9th  centurjf;  a  bronze 
standing  statuette  of  PRAJNAPARAMITA, 
Khmer,  10th  century,  and  a  bronze  statu- 
ette of  the  Buddha  seated  in  Meditation, 
Khmer,  10th  to  11th  century. 

Our  Indian,  Nepalese  and  Tibetan  col- 
lections were  increased  by  gift  and  pur- 
chase. Anonymous  donors  presented  a 
Nepalese  painting  on  cloth  of  Kali  on 
Shiva,  accompanied  by  Ganesha  and 
Karttikeya,  ascribed  to  the  late  16th  cen- 
tury: a  Western  Indian  bronze  embellished 
with  silver,  the  figure  of  a  Tirthankara  on 
an  elephant  and  lion  throne,  c.  700;  and  an 
Eastern  Tibetan.  15th-16th  century  Pan- 
charaksha  Mandala.  painted  on  cloth. 

Fourteen  pieces  of  Tibetan  and  Nepa- 
lese sculpture  (formerly  lent  anonymously) 
have  now  permanently  entered  the  col- 
lection. They  range  in  date  from  the  14th 
to  the  18th  century:  Standing  Padmapani. 
Tibetan.  16th-17th  century  jewelled; 
Dhyanibuddha  Amoghasiddhi,  Tibetan, 
17th  century;  Standing  Laksmi-Narayana, 
Nepalese,  14th  century;  Padmasambhava, 
Tibetan,  14-15th  century;  Seated  Mila- 
Repa,  Nepalese,  17th  centurj;  Seated 
Lama,  Tibetan,  18th  century;  Four  Lohans, 
Nepalese,  18th  century:  Aksobhya,  Nepa- 
lese, style  (  Peking  I  16th  centui"^'.  Minia- 
ture, gilded  silver;  Vajrasana,  Nepalese, 
18th  century.  Miniature,  jewelled;  Two 
Bodhisattvas,  16th  century,  wood  carving; 
Vasudhara,  Nepalese,  18th  century,  black 
stone,  traces  of  paint;  Dakini,  Nepalese, 
r7th  century,  silver  encrusted  with  jewels; 
Dakini,  Nepalese,  18th  century,  black 
bronze.

These  will  be  published  in  a  forth- 
coming comprehensive  catalogue  of  the 
Collection.     Our    continuing    problem    of 


maintaining  the  Japanese  Garden  indoors 
has  been  greatly  relieved  by  a  very  gen- 
erous gift  from  Mrs.  Van  Horn  Ely;  Mr. 
Theodore  T.  Newbold  also  gave  money  to 
provide  replacements  of  plant  materials. 
With  the  three  galleries  devoted  to  the 
display  of  the  earlier  arts  of  China  com- 
pleted, our  gallery  space  is  now  full.  It  is 
hoped  that  in  the  not  too  distant  future  we 
may  be  able  to  acquire  much  needed  dis- 
play   areas    for    the    increasing    Japanese

In  making  any  report,  emphasis  must 
first  he  placed  on  our  Interpretation  Pro- 
grams. While  attendance  has  increased 
generally,  the  most  gratifying  response  has 
been  a  50  per  cent  increase  in  our  Museum 
Lessons  Program  for  public  schools  out- 
side  Philadelphia. 


Our  free  lectures  on  Mondays,  given 
throughout  the  season,  were  attended  by 
capacity  audiences.  Our  subscription  lec- 
ture series  continues  to  be  most  popular, 
novy  focusing  on  private  collections  in 
Philadelphia.  Both  programs  will  be  con- 
tinued next  year. 

The  Music  Committee,  under  the  guid- 
ance and  inspiration  of  Mrs.  Herbert  C. 
Morris,  provided  concerts  throughout  the 
season  vyhich  were  extremelv  well  attended. 
Planning  is  under  way  now  for  next  vear"s 
concerts  and  recitals. 

Also  in  the  Van  Pelt  Auditorium,  the 
Division  offered  two  film  series,  and  weekly 
art  films. 

Our  extranmral  tours  to  Washington  and 
the  Hill  Tov\ais  of  Italy  were  verv  well 
supported.  The  trip  to  Washington  was 
oversubscribed.  All  of  the  events  pro- 
grammed and  announced  in  the  Divisions 
calendar  were  gratifvingly  received. 

The  Studio  Art  Classes  continue  to  be 
our  mainstav  and  an  important  contact 
with  our  artist-teachers  and  artist-stu- 
dents. We  are  now  making  plans  to  en- 
courage more  students  to  take  advantage 
of  this  first-rate  professional  instruction, 
for  our  classes  are  unique  in  the  Citv  in 
range  and  quality  of  studio  v\ork  in  the 
fine  arts. 

The  Division  presented  two  major  ex- 
hibitions: Two  Centuries  of  Philadelphia 
Architectural  Draicings.  in  cooperation 
with  The  Society  of  Architectural  Histor- 
ians: and  Nine  Centuries  of  Chessmen, 
the  collection  of  John  F.  Harbeson.  We 
are  indebted  to  The  Societv  of  Architec- 
tural Historians  and  all  those  contributors 
to  the  catalogue  for  their  endeavor  in  pro- 
ducing this  important  exhibit,  which  has 
been  a  considerable  contribution  to  the 
architectural  history  of  Philadelphia.  Mr. 
Harbeson  is  responsible  for  the  published

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check  list  and  installation  of  his  magnifi- 
cent collection  which  graced  our  galleries 
during  April  and  May.  The  Division  also 
exhibited  A  World  of  Toys;  Children's 
Dranings  from  the  U.S.S.R.;  and  Petin- 
srlvaiiia  Dutch  Photographs. 

A  new  Film  Libraiy  catalogue  was 
printed  and  distributed,  giving  impetus  to 
our  film  senice.  We  are  offering  over  100 
films  for  distribution  throughout  the 
United  States. 

Since  May  1.  1963,  we  have  sold  ap- 
proximately 22,270  slides,  of  which  21,420 
represent  274  purchase  orders  received  and 
delivered  by  mail  while  850  slides  were 
sold  in  the  department.  Distribution  covers 
33  states.  Canada.  New  Zealand,  Switzer- 
land. Italy.  England  and  Germany.  Our 
heaviest  orders  came  from  Pennsylvania. 
California.  INew  York,  Canada,  and  Con- 
necticut this  year.  We  have  had  a 
number  of  sizeable  purchase   orders  from 


English  educational  institutions.  We  have 
circulated  some  59,500  slides  from  the 
lending  collection  during  the  past  year. 
56.961  of  these  have  gone  to  150  schools 
and  institutions  and  to  193  individuals. 
Some  2.529  slides  have  been  used  by  26 
PMA  staff  members  for  lectures  outside  the 
Museum.  We  do  not  keep  an  actual  count 
of  all  the  slides  used  in  the  Museum  for 
lectures,  but  these,  of  course,  number  in 
the  thousands.  We  have  also  added  2. .348 
new  slides  to  the  collection  during  the  year. 
We  are  happy  to  welcome  the  following 
new  members  to  our  staff:  Miss  Jeanne 
Kasperowicz  is  the  Division's  new  Film 
Librarian,  and  Miss  Ellen  Grabosky  is  the 
Registrar  of  Classes.  The  Docent  staff  has 
been  increased  to  eight  with  the  addition 
of  Mrs.  Jackie  Meisel.

The  corporate  separation  of  the  College 
from  the  Museum,  mentioned  as  being 
studied  at  the  time  of  the  last  Annual  Re- 
port, has  now  been  completed.  Today  I 
submit  the  last  Annual  Report  of  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  Philadelphia  Museum  Col- 
lege of  Art  through  the  1963-1964  college 
year. 

Your  College  granted  105  Bachelor  of 
Fine  Art  degrees  in  various  fields,  and  36 
Bachelor  of  Science  degrees  in  Education 
and  Industrial  Design.  Honorary  degrees 
of  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts  were  conferred 
upon  Saul  Bass  "in  recognition  of  his  fresh 
graphic  inventions  which  are  a  constant 
source  of  delight  to  the  human  spirit,"  and 
to  Victor  D'Amico  "in  recognition  of  his 
strong  guiding  judgments  which  have 
greatly  enriched  the  field  of  Art  Educa- 
tion." Awards  of  Merit  v/ere  given  to 
Lloyd  Goodrich  "for  his  many  distin- 
guished accomplishments  as  critic,  scholar 
and  lifelong  friend  of  American  Art,"  and 
to  Gordon  Parks,  "distinguished  photogra- 
pher whose  vital  images  and  words  memo- 
rably mirror  the  troubled  and  joyous 
spirit  of  mankind."  There  were  also  two 
Alumni  Awards,  one  to  Alfred  Bendiner, 
posthumouslv  "for  his  enduring  wit,  ex- 
pressed brilliantly  in  both  pictures  and 
words,"  and  one  to  Jerome  Kaplan  "for  the 
distinction  he  has  achieved  as  one  of 
America's  most  profound  printmakers." 

Dean  Benson  has  announced  his  resig- 
nation after  thirty  years  of  dedicated  sei-v- 
ice  to  the  Museum  Corporation,  eighteen 
years  in  the  Department  of  Education  at 
the  Museum,  and  twelve  as  Dean  at  the 
School  and  College.  During  his  tenure, 
and  under  his  leadership  many  significant 
changes  have  taken  place.  The  former 
School    of    Industrial    Art   has    become    a 


fully  accredited  college.  The  full  time 
faculty  has  increased  in  stature,  and  now 
numbers  over  fifty.  The  College,  in  the 
last  month,  has  been  granted  the  privilege 
of  automatic  teacher  certification,  the 
Commonwealth's  highest  rating  by  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Instruction.  PMCA 
graduates  have  been  accepted  by  the  best 
University  Graduate  Schools,  and  studies 
are  being  made  toward  the  establishment 
within  the  next  few  years  of  a  three-pronged 
Masters  Program  in  the  fields  of  Fine  Arts 
and  Art  Education,  Industrial  Design  and 
the   Graphic   Arts. 

We  owe  the  Dean  a  great  debt  of  grati- 
tude. A  member  of  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors of  the  College  writes: 

"He  found  it  a  School  and  left  it  a  Col- 
lege. Under  his  alert  guidance  it  became 
a  place  where  those  who  perceive  beauty 
and  truth  may  strive  to  make  others  see. 
He  worked  to  give  teachers  and  learners 
alike  the  bond  of  a  great  purpose  shared. 
A  man  of  strong  beliefs,  he  was  impatient 
with  those  whose  vision  was  less  lofty  and 
whose  sense  of  urgency  was  less  acute. 
Uncompromising  in  his  insistence  on  ex- 
cellence, and  conscious  of  his  own  energy^ 
and  ability,  he  scorned  those  who  could 
not  perform  to  his  own  exacting  standards. 
He  upheld  the  dignity  of  thought,  of  learn- 
ing, and  of  the  creative  impulse  in  all  artis- 
tic endeavor.  He  urged  the  free  minds  of 
the  men  and  women  of  the  College  to  search 
for  all  the  finer  ways  to  honor  these  con- 
cerns with  imagination  and  discipline.  His 
imprint  is  upon  the  College.  We  hope  that 
we  may  shine  back  at  him  the  light  of  his 
own  interest  in  the  College.  We  shall  bear 
his  mark  with  honor  and  with  great  grati- 
tude for  the  high  seriousness  with  which 
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he    committed    his    strength    to    our    ful- 
filhnent." 

While  a  new  Sculpture  Studio  has  risen 
since  last  year,  in  the  South  Yard,  cover- 
ing what  was  much  needed  parking  space, 
this  can  only  be  considered  as  a  temporaiy 
solution  to  the  pressing  need  for  additional 
space  and  facilities.  Louis  Kahn,  the  now 
wurld-renowned  Philadelphia  architect,  has 
been  retained  to  create  a  new  campus  for 
the  Broad  and  Pine  Streets  location.  This 
is  a  further  step  toward  the  accomplishment 
of  the  development  plans  for  the  Philadel- 
phia College  of  Art  of  the  future.  It  is 
expected  that  the  retention  and  restoration 
of  the  historic  Haviland  neo-classic  build- 
ing on  Broad  Street,  and  the  Fumess 
Building   on    15th   Street,   along   with   new 


buildings  of  contemporary  design,  will  pro- 
duce a  most  inspiring  and  effective  en- 
vironment for  art  studies. 

As  Chairman,  I  want  to  thank  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Col- 
lege, who  have  been  hard  working,  loval 
and  helpful  throughout  this  period  of 
transition,  and  who  have  volunteered 
unanimously  to  serve  as  incorporators  and 
trustees  of  the  new  Philadelphia  College  of 
Art  Corporation.  We  do  not  see  this  cor- 
porate separation  as  a  beginning  or  an  end, 
but  as  a  step  along  the  road  in  the  deter- 
mination to  solve  the  ever  old,  ever  new 
problems  of  art  and  education.

The  Samuel  S.  Fleisher  Art  Memorial 


This  year,  1964.  marks  the  end  of  twenty- 
three  years  of  administration  bv  the  Phila- 
delphia Museum  of  Art  of  the  Samuel  S. 
Fleisher  Art  Ilemorial. 

In  1941  Mr.  Samuel  S.  Fleisher  stated 
that  he  was  interested  to  perpetuate  the 
work  of  the  Graphic  Sketch  Club,  of  which 
he  was  the  founder,  arid  asked  if  the 
Mu!;eum  would  be  interested  to  administer 
it  after  his  death.  He  desired  his  name  to 
be  perpetuated  by  the  use  of  some  such 
title  as  the  Fleisher  Graphic  Sketch  Club. 

The  Graphic  Sketch  Club  conducted  free 
art  classes  from  October  to  May.  '"The 
object  was  not  training  of  artists  (although 
many  artists  had  their  first  training  there) 
but  enrichment  of  modern  life." 

No  agreement  had  been  reached  regard- 
ing this  matter,  when  Mr.  Fleisher  died  in 
1944.  In  his  Will,  he  provided  as  follows: 
.  .  .  '"the  whole  of  the  net  income  from  the 
residuary  estate  to  the  Trustees  with  the 
exception  of  Sl.2.50  per  annum  to  be  paid 
to  a  beneficiary  during  her  life — be  paid 


to  the  Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art.  to  be 
used  by  it  solely  and  exclusively  for  the  up- 
keep and  operation  of  the  Graphic  Sketch 
Club  which  I  have  founded  and  made 
my  life  work,  for  as  long  as  the  said 
Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art  is  willing  to 
conduct  The  Graphic  Sketch  Club  either  as 
a  teaching  institution  or  as  a  museum  and 
sanctuary  ..."  The  Will  also  provides, 
"I  direct  that  the  name  of  The  Graphic 
Sketch  Club  shall  be  changed  to  "Samuel 
S.  Fleisher  Art  Memorial''  ..." 

Before  the  Museum  would  assume  the 
responsibility  of  operating  the  Memorial, 
the  Museum  authorities  reached  an  under- 
standing with  the  Trustees  of  Mr.  Fleisher's 
estate,  approving  extensive  alterations  be 
undertaken  for  the  Memorial  to  meet  the 
City's  building  regulations.  Mr.  Sydnev 
E.  Martin  of  the  Museun.  Board  of  Trustees 
Avas  most  helpful  in  this  phase  of  the  work. 

Upon  the  completion  of  these  improve- 
ments, the  Memorial  opened  with  an  ex- 
hibition  of  the  work   of  artists   who   had 
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attended  classes  in  The  Graphic  Sketch 
Club. 

The  expert  skills  of  the  Museum  Staff 
were  recruited  to  advise  on  the  quality  of 
the  objects  to  be  retained  by  the  Memorial. 
This  study,  particularly  in  the  School 
building,  resulted  in  retaining  only  objects 
of  rigid  museum  standards.  The  display 
of  objects  was  limited  to  the  first  floor. 
The  second,  third  and  fourth  floors  were 
then  designed  for  classroom  instruction. 

The  Basilican  style  Church  was  next 
given  careful  study  and  a  plan  was  pre- 
pared to  establish  an  ecclesiastical  mu- 
seum. This  design  involved  the  acquisition 
of  paintings  and  sculpture  of  the  highest 
quality.  Fortunately,  at  this  time,  the  col- 
lections of  a  noted  art  dealer  were  being 
sold  at  auction  and  the  Museum  was  able 
to  make  advantageous  purchases  which  re- 


sulted in  the  Memorial  having  a  sanctuary 
of  unusual  high  quality,  uniquely  dis- 
played. The  Memorial  has  prepared  a 
booklet  on  this  ecclesiastical  Museum. 

This  year  the  Memorial  has  completed 
its  restoration  of  the  murals  in  the  sanc- 
tuary which  had  suffered  severe  water 
damage.  It  has  also  completed  its  small 
back-yard  gardens,  designed  for  the  dis- 
play of  sculpture. 

Attendance  in  the  Memorial  classes  has 
grown  so  large  that  an  addition  was 
needed.  To  meet  this  need  the  Memorial 
acquired  the  adjoining  building,  721 
Catharine  Street. 

Presently,  a  study  is  being  made  to  in- 
crease the  basement  space  for  additional 
classroom  facilities  for  the  print  and 
ceramic  departments.

Three  outstanding  events  marked  the 
Committee's  year.  Last  October,  in  cele- 
bration of  our  eightieth  birthday,  we  held 
a  Benefit  Dinner  before  the  opening  of 
'•Philadelphia  Collects  20th  Century"  'n 
honor  of  the  lenders  to  it.  In  the  capable 
hands  of  the  Co-chairmen,  Mrs.  John  C. 
Drayton  and  Mrs.  Robert  L.  McNeil,  Jr., 
and  their  tireless  Dinner  Committee  it  was 
a  gay  and  exciting  partv.  We  are  greatly 
indebted  to  the  Trustees  and  Governors 
whose  strong  support  helped  make  it  such 
a  success. 

In  view  of  Mr.  Marceaus  announced  re- 
tirement within  a  year  we  took  the  oppor- 
tunity that  night  of  presenting  to  him  a 
Maillol  drawing  as  a  small  measure  of 
our  deep  appreciation  for  his  constant  help 
and  his  wise  advice.  With  it  went  the  grati- 
tude and  affection  of  our  entire  Committee. 

The  second  event  was  a  Members'  sub- 
scription dinner  which  we  managed.  This 
took  place  in  March  before  the  opening  of 
the  Franklin  Watkin's  Exhibition.

Again  to  the  officers  and  the  Committee- 
at-Large  I  offer  my  sincerest  thanks  for 
their  loyalty,  support  and  close  coopera- 
tion, and  my  particular  thanks  to  Mrs. 
Borie  for  her  ready  help  in  all  fields. 

We  are  proud  indeed  that  Mrs.  Winter- 
steen,  a  long  time  member  of  our  Commit- 
tee, is  now  President  of  the  Museum.  We 
look  forward  to  working  with  her  and  Dr. 
Turner  in  any  way  in  which  we  can  be  of 
service.

Public  Relations 


During  the  past  year,  more  than  ever  be- 
fore in  recent  years,  the  Museum  has 
called  on  the  services  of  the  various  com- 
munications media,  mainly  the  news- 
papers, to  cover  the  unusually  large  number 
of  exhibitions,  activities  and  events  held 
in  1963-1964. 

This  year  our  two  great  friends.  The 
Bulletin  and  The  Inquirer,  have  generously 
given  us  a  maximum  amount  of  coverage 
often  during  the  week  and  invariably  in 
many  sections  of  their  papers  each  Sun- 
day. We  are  particularly  grateful  that  the 
Daily  News  has  also  supported  our  numer- 


ous activities  more  substantialh    than  ever 
before. 

Superb  full  color  pages  have  launched 
our  four  major  exhibitions  in  both  The 
Bulletin  and  The  Inquirer.  Impressive  art 
reviews,  news  stories,  educational  notices, 
feature  stories,  social  columns,  music  re- 
views, and  fashion  pages,  the  majority  with 
important  spreads  of  photographs,  have 
covered  our  eight  main  painting  and 
sculpture  exhibitions;  the  six  exhibitions 
in  the  Print  Galleries;  the  eight  exhibits 
and  the  continuous  Classes,  Lectures,  Musi- 
cales.  Trips  and  Films  in  the  Division  of 
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Education;  the  changes  of  the  Museum 
President,  Director  and  two  Curators,  as 
well  as  new  Members  of  the  Boards;  the 
great  Tyson  and  Stern  Collections  be- 
quests; the  outstanding  Lecture  Series;  and 
the  many  important  events,  covered  in 
other  reports,  which  have  taken  place  at 
the  Museum  during  the  year.  Indeed  the 
past  year  seems  to  have  set  a  record  in 
overwhehning  interest  and  coverage  by  our 
host  of  loyal  supporters,  the  members  of 
the  Press. 

The  radio  stations  and  television  chan- 
nels have  also  been  unusually  generous  in 
using  the  many  spots  and  programs  that 
we  have  prepared.  Conversely,  they  have 
turned  to  us  to  supply  much  art  research 
data  and  many.  Museum  background  set- 
tings. We  look  forward  eagerly  to  devel- 
oping our  radio  and  television  programs 
still  more  effectively  whenever  additional 
personnel  is  made  available. 

Outstanding  this  year  has  been  the 
help  of  George  Dessart,  of  WCAU.  in  pre- 
paring and  distributing  striking  television 
spots  with  color  slides  for  our  numerous 
major  exhibitions;  Gunnar  Back  and  the 
News  Executives  and  crew  of  WFIL,  in 
giving  our  major  exhibits  splendid  send- 
offs;  Marciarose  and  Frank  Hall  of  WRCV. 
for  their  respective  contributions  of  "Con- 
cept,'" and  numerous  Public  Service 
features. 

In  the  field  of  general  Public  Relations 
within  the  Museum,  it  was  our  pleasure 
to  assist  throughout  the  Museum  in  plan- 
ning numerous  programs  and  events  and 
in  entertaining  various  visiting  groups. 
We  have  also  helped  whenever  called  upon 


with  the  activities  of  The  Women's  Com- 
mittee, the  Volunteers,  the  Division  of 
Education,  and  the  Restaurant,  both  in- 
side and  on  the  Terrace. 

Notable  this  year  was  the  program  on 
October  9th.  organized  and  directed  by 
this  department  of  the  Seven  College 
Alumnae  Day  which  brought  450  new 
friends,  and  many  new  members,  to  the 
Museum,  and  launched  a  new  conception 
for  joint  programs  of  college  alumnae  of 
this   area. 

Among  the  highlights  of  our  Public  Re- 
lations outside  of  the  Museum  during  the 
year,  it  has  been  our  pleasure  to  serve  on 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Museum 
Council  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  plan  its 
25th  Anniversary  Dinner  held  June  9th 
at  the  Museum,  honoring  its  founding,  and 
also  honoring  Henri  Marceau  upon  his 
retirement;  to  help  with  the  arrangements 
for  the  free  Bus  Service  June  16-Septem- 
ber  5th  bringing  visitors  from  Independ- 
ence Hall  to  the  Academy  of  Natural 
Sciences,  the  Franklin  Institute,  and  the 
Art  Museum;  to  help  inaugurate  a  "Mu- 
seum Week"  to  be  sponsored  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  during  June. 

A  final  Public  Relations  development  in 
which  we  take  exceptional  pride  has  been 
the  splendid  talk  "Sports  in  Art"  which 
our  President.  Mrs.  Wintersteen,  developed 
through  this  department  for  the  Philadel- 
phia Country  Club,  and  which  she  has 
given  with  notable  success  to  numerous 
museums   across  the  countrj'.

During  the  year  ending  May  1st,  1964, 
the  Volunteer  Guides  of  the  Philadelphia 
Museum  gave  8,634  hours  of  service  in 
the  Museum,  staffing  the  Information 
Desks,  answering  telephone  inquiries  and 
giving  1,377  guided  tours  to  20.597  mu- 
seum visitors;  274  more  tours  given  to 
2,195  more  visitors  than  in  the  previous 
year.  We  now  have  a  total  of  88  active 
Volunteer  Guides:  67  active  Weekday 
Guides,  and  21  who  work  on  Weekends. 
The  Weekend  Guides,  under  the  able  Chair- 
manship of  Miss  Serena  Noznesky,  have 
been  assisted  by  a  group  of  20  Senior  Girl 
Scout  Aides  who  have  worked  1,149  hours 
under  the  super\'ision  of  Mrs.  Susan  Baer. 

The  training  of  new  Weekday  Guides 
has  been  enthusiastically  and  effectively 
accomplished  by  Mrs.  R.  Brooke  Roberts 
assisted  by  Mrs.  David  Winchell.  Orienta- 
tion tours  were  given  the  new  guides  and 
Information  Desk  procedures  explained 
by  Mrs.  WiUiara  T.  Bradley,  III,  Admin- 
istrative Vice  Chairman.  The  monthly 
scheduling  of  guides  was  efficiently  handled 
by  Mrs.  William  H.  Hulick,  III,  assisted 
by  Mrs.  H.  Sheldon  Strong.  Mrs.  Edward 
Neithammer  acted  as  liaison  between  the 
Weekday  and  the  Weekend  groups,  keeping 
each  informed  of  the  other's  activities. 
Mrs.  Lloyd  E.  Long,  our  Treasurer,  has 
discharged  her  duties  faithfullv  and 
efficiently. 

Mrs.  Harry  L.  Curtis  has  been  in  charge 
of  foreign  language  tours,  which  the  guides 
are  now  prepared  to  give  in  7  foreign  lan- 
guages: French,  German,  Spanish,  Italian, 
Russian,  Turkish  and  Polish.  The  text  of 
the  general  tour  is  available  in  the  first 
five  of  these  languages,  for  use  by^  foreign 
visitors  who  come  without  appointments 
when  no  foreign  language  guide  is  avail- 
able. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  W.  Robert 


Conrad,  whose  scholarly  interest  has  been 
an  inspiration  to  all  of  the  guides,  a  series 
of  Study  Groups  or  Seminars  were  or- 
ganized to  add  to  the  guides'  knowledge 
of  the  collections.  The  Decorative  Arts  and 
Period  Rooms  were  studied  by  17  guides 
in  6  two-hour  sessions  under  the  capable 
leadership  of  Mrs.  Robert  McNeil.  The 
Renaissance  and  17th  Century  Rooms  were 
studied  by  18  guides  in  9  two-hour  ses- 
sions under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Con- 
rad. The  Paintings  were  studied  by  17 
guides  in  14  two-hour  sessions  ably  di- 
rected by  Mrs.  Thomas  E.  Spence.  An 
additional  series  of  six  two-hour  lectures 
on  Oriental  Art  were  given  to  the  guides 
by  Mrs.  W.  Allyn  Rickett,  a  specialist  in 
this  field.  In  addition  to  her  other  duties, 
Mrs.  Conrad  has  found  time  to  complete 
the  indexing  of  material  published  in  the 
Museum  Bulletins  since  1925,  invaluable 
for  study  purposes. 

Mrs.  Samuel  Laver  has  been  effective 
in  developing  information  for  painting 
tours,  and  produced  an  excellent  descrip- 
tive resume  of  the  paintings  represented 
in  the  exhibition  "Philadephia  Collects 
20  Centuiy."  Mrs.  William  T.  Bradley,  III. 
prepared  excellent  study  notes  for  tours 
of  the  English  Period  Rooms. 

A  year's  membership  in  the  Museum  is 
annually  awarded  to  the  two  Weekday 
Guides  and  one  Weekend  Guide  who  have 
worked  the  greatest  number  of  hours.  This 
3'ear's  award  winners  were  Mrs.  Robert 
Diskant,  Mrs.  Donald  W.  McPhail,  and 
Miss  Elizabeth  Anderson. 

During  the  spring  a  series  of  study 
tours  were  given  on  Monday  mornings  for 
the  benefit  of  new  guides  and  senior  guides 
who  wished  to  refresh  their  knowledge. 
Twelve  of  these  were  given  by  guides  who 
had  specialized  in  a  particular  area  of  the 
Museum.     Three    additional    study    tours 
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were  given  b)  the  Professional  Staff:  Henry 
MitchelJ.  Instructor  in  Sculpture,  spoke  on 
Rodin's  work,  at  the  Rodin  Museum. 
Hobart  Lyle  Williams,  Executive  Assistant 
to  the  Director,  discussed  selected  paintings 
in  two  galleries  of  Modem  American  Paint- 
ings. The  final  session  was  held  on  May 
11th  when  Calvin  Hathaway,  Curator  of 
Decorative  Arts  and  Miss  Jean  Lee,  Cura- 
tor of  Far  Eastern  Art.  instructed  the 
guides  in  Chinese  Porcelain  and  Chinese 
Export  Porcelain.  These  were  well  at- 
tended, stimulating  and  helpful. 

The  guides  have  gro\\Ti  in  understanding 
and  appreciation  of  the  collections  during 
the  past  vear.  due.  in  no  small  part,  to  the 
helpfulness  of  Henri  Marceau.  Director, 
and  all  of  the  Curators  and  Staff  who  have 
given  so  generously  of  their  time  and 
thought  to  help  make  the  program  increas- 
ingly effective.  We  express  our  apprecia- 
tion to  David  DuBon,  Assistant  Curator  of 
Decorative  Arts,  for  his  generous  guidance 
and  help  in  connection  with  study  groups. 

Meetings  and  Events  for  the  year  were 
in  the  capable  hands  of  Mrs.  Lloyd  Wells. 
The  fall  meeting  of  guides  was  held  at  the 
I  niversitv  Museum  where  Dr.  Alfred 
Kidder.  11.  spoke  on  Pre-Columbian  Sculp- 
ture. The  year-end  meeting  was  in  the 
form  of  a  Christmas  Party  Avhen  the 
guides  and  their  guests  enjoyed  a  lecture 
h\  Henr\  P.  Mcllhennv.  Curator  of  Decora- 
ti\e  Arts,  on  "Philadelphia  Decorative  Ac- 
cessories of  the  loth  Centurv.  This  de- 
lightful lecture  was  held  in  the  Van  Pelt 
Auditorium,  followed  bv  refreshments  in 
the  West  Foyer,  where  Christmas  decora- 
tions and  Christmas  music  added  to  the 
fcstivitN. 

Other  events  included  a  discussion  by  Dr. 
Stella  Kramrisch.  Curator  of  Indian  Art. 
of  Indian  Sculpture.  Mrs.  Peter  Borie. 
Diicitor  of  Public  Relations  briefly  and 
aniiisingh  recalled  the  early  experiences 
from  which  the  Cuide  Sen  ice  evolved. 
Hctirx    ClilTonl.    Curator  of   Painting   and 


Sculpture,  gave  the  guides  a  delightful  re- 
view of  the  collections  which  have  come  to 
the  Museum  since  1925.  and  Henry 
Gardiner,  Assistant  Curator,  gave  gallery 
talks  on  the  exhibition  "Philadelphia  Col- 
lects 20th  Century"  and  on  the  Lipchitz 
Exhibition. 

The  appreciation  of  the  Museum  for 
the  work  done  by  the  Volunteer  Guides 
Avas  delightfully  expressed  through  the 
generosity  of  Mrs.  Herbert  C.  Morris,  who 
entertained  them  at  her  home  on  Sunday, 
April  26th.  5  to  7  P.M.  Approximately  140 
guides  and  husbands  attended  this  part)", 
and  enjoyed  Mrs.  Morris  gracious  hos- 
pitality, her  charming  home,  and  her  ex- 
citing collection  of  paintings.

Park  Houses  Committee 


My  first  year  as  chairman  of  the  Park 
Houses  Connnittee  has  been  an  interesting 
and  active  one,  and  I  feel  I  have  had  as 
much  to  learn  as  any  new  guide  in  train- 
ing. I  am  extremely  grateful  to  my  prede- 
cessors who  worked  so  hard  to  establish 
the  program  and  set  the  standards  that 
have  led  to  its  continuing  success. 

We  have  at  present  twenty  active  guides. 
Five  new  ladies  were  selected  to  join  our 
training  program  last  September,  and  they 
are  now  "graduated"  and  ready  to  work. 
Their  training  included  fall  field  trips  to 
Andalusia  on  the  Delaware,  the  American 
Wing  of  the  Metropolitan  with  Mr.  James 
Biddle,  the  Museum  of  the  City  of  New- 
York,  Independence  Hall  and  related 
buildings  with  Miss  Penelope  Hartshorne, 
the  Read  House  in  New  Castle,  the  Corbit 
House  in  Odessa,  Harriton  Farm  Attic,  and 
the  collection  of  Mrs.  J.  Stogdell  Stokes  in 
Br\n  Mawr.  This  spring,  following  a 
luncheon  meeting  at  Stenton.  study  morn- 
ings were  held  at  each  of  the  six  Fairmount 
Park  Houses  for  which  we  were  respon- 
sible. Papers  were  presented  bv  exueri- 
enced  guides  emphasizing  up-to-date  re- 
search and  revised  inventories. 

The  past  year  has  brought  many  dis- 
tinguished visitors  to  the  houses  as  well 
as  an  increasing  number  of  tourists.  In 
January  we  were  privileged  to  guide  the 
Society  of  Architectural  Historians  on  a 
special  tour.    We   are  looking   forward   to 


a  busy  summer  as  our  regular  Gray  Line 
Tours  will  depart  three  times  weekly  from 
the  Bellevue  starting  in  June,  and  we  have 
many  private  tours  scheduled  throughout 
the  summer  and  fall. 

The  necessity  for  good  publicity  is  a 
perennial  problem,  and  we  work  at  it  con- 
stantly. A  newly  formed  publicity  com- 
mittee of  guides  is  active  and  helpful  in 
working  with  radio  and  TV  stations. 

One  important  trend  this  year  has  been 
the  decidedly  larger  number  of  school  and 
college  classes  that  have  visited  the  houses. 
We  feel  this  is  an  important  aspect  of  our 
work  and  are  now  actively  soliciting  such 
groups  and  providing  special  young 
peoples'  tours. 

We  are  also  developing  a  comprehen- 
sive slide  collection,  as  our  guides  are 
often  called  on  to  speak  and  show  pictures 
of  the  houses. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  our  Executive 
Secretary,  Mrs.  Charles  Meigs,  for  her 
able  help  and  loyaltj'  to  the  program.  Miss 
Elsa  Werner,  who  came  to  us  from  the 
Volunteer  guides,  is  a  great  help  in  many 
capacities  in  the  ofEce.  Mrs.  Machold, 
Mrs.  Wintersteen,  Mr.  Marceau  and  Mr. 
Philip  Pxice  have  all  given  me  their 
thoughtful  support,  and  I  am  sincerely 
grateful.
